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STEEL STRIKERS TAKE 
NO DECISIVE ACTION 


Doubt Expressed that More Men 
Will Be Called Out. 


But Mr. Shaffer Says Genera! Order Wil! 
Be Issued “Within a Week”— 
Wellsville Strikers Deserting. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 5.—INNo apparent move 
Was made to-day to extend the strike of 
steel workers to all the mills of the United 
States Steel Corporation where men of the 
Amalgamated Association are employed. 

Although Mr. Shaffer @id not say so to- 
day, he explained not long ago that before 
an order for a strike wag issued, a circular 
letter would be sent out from the general 
offices to all ledges of the organization ex- 
plaining the situation, giying a complete 
report of all that had occurred between 
the members of the Executive Board and 
the officials of the trust; of the attempts 
made to bring about a settlement and the 
failure to do so. This circular will be 
read in lodge meetings in order that the 
men in the mills may have a clear and 
comprehensive knowledge of the entire 
matter and act intelligently. The strike 
order will then follow, and will be taken up 
without the least misunderstanding on the 
part of the members. 

Doubt is expressed in some quarters that 
the strike will spread further. It is sug- 
gested that the employes of the Federal 
Steel Company, National Steel Company, 
and National Tube Company are at the 
present time the strikers’ main source of 
revenue, and to call them out would weak- 
‘en the association in its fight by depriving 
it of the funds necessary to carry on ‘the 
struggle. Another reason given was that 
the Amalgamated Association, having 
signed contracts with all these companies 
for one year beginning with July 1, 1901, 
would, by violating these contracts, give 
Mr. Morgan and his associates trump cards 
they would not hesitate to use to the best 
effect. > 


OTHER COMPANIES NOTIFIED. 


When President Shaffer was asked if he 
would pursue the same policy in ordering a 
strike in these mills as he did in calling out 
the men in the mills of the American Tin 
Plate Company, he replied: “If It had not 
been for this determination on my part, the 
general strike would have been ordered on 
Saturday night.” 

Before: calling out the tin workers and 
after failing to get any satisfaction from 
the officers of the American Sheet and the 
American Hoop Companies, President Shaf- 
fer sent a telegram to Vice President War- 
ner Arms of the American Tin Plate Com- 


pany, notifying him that under Article 19, 
ection 35 of the constitution of the Amal- 
gamated Association, he would be obliged to 
eall out the tinworkers in all of the mills 
owned by the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion unles the difficulty was settled within 
a period of ten days. As a result of this 
notice, the conference that broke up in ‘the 
Hotel Lincoln three weeks ago last Satur- 
day was held. |. 

In order to bé equally fair to the other 
constituent companies of the United States 
Steel Corporation and accord them the 
same treatment, President Shaffer has sent 
a similar notice to the officers of the Fed- 
eral Steel Company, the National Steel 
Company, and the National Tube Company, 
giving them the same time in which to 
make any effort they may desire to bring 
about a settlement, or he will put in force 
this same clause in the Amalgamated As- 
sociation constitution. It is presumed that 
the delay in issuing the general order will 
be at least until the end of the present 
week. Possibly it will not be issued until 
early next week. 

There is a possibility of a settlement of 
the strike, based on the bare hope that 
the officials of the three additional com- 
panies will bring to bear sufficient influ- 
ence to urge an adjustment of the diffi- 
culties before the strike order is issued. 
President Shaffer did not express any hope 
that this would be done, nor did he even 
discuss the matter, but the inference was 
drawn that there was such a possibility in 
sight. It is a faint one, though, and but 
little interest was taken in it in the gen- 
eral offices of the association to-day. 

An intimation has been made that there is 
still another hope of ending the strike soon, 
and that is by the return to work of the 
men at the Painter, Lindsay & McCutch- 
eon, and Clark Mills. These mills were 
non-union last year. The men went out 
when the strike was ordered, and they are 
now members of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion. In the efforts to secure an adjust- 
ment of the strike, however, their status 
has been an embarrassing factor. 

It is said that if the men in these mills 
desire to go, to work there will be no ob- 
jection by the association. The immediate 
effect would be to eliminate them from 
consideration of any basis of settlement. 
Such a course would leave the Amalgamat- 
ed officials in a position to accept Mr. Mor- 
gan’s terms with honor. 

Soon after President Shaffer arrived at 
the Amalgamated Association headquarters 
he called the newspaper men to his private 
office. When asked if a settlement could 
have been reached in New York Saturday 
had they waived their rights at the Painter, 
Lindsay & McCutcheon, and the Wells- 
ville Eats. he said: 

“The Amalgamated Association could 
have settled in New York if they had given 
up these mills, but we could not do that. 
Just long as we can fight we are going 
to fight for them. They are as much of 
us now as any of the other lodges. Their 
fight is ours, and our fight is theirs.” 

“When will you issue the call for a gen- 
eral strike?’ was the next question put 
to Mr. Shaffer, and is answer was, 
is sd a ge 

“Can you say how many men will be 
affectea?” . 

“I don’t know,” said he, “how many 
men_the strike order will affect.’ 

‘“ Will the board be called for any more 
eonferences? ”’ ; 

‘‘ No, the board has been dismissed, and 


will not be called unless the other side . 


Wants peace. They have declared war.” 

The delay in issuing the general strike 

order, Mr. Shaffer explai » Was due to 
the fact that he did not want to be ac- 
cused of violating contracts made with the 
companies whose men would be called out. 
A echburg, Penn., dispatch says that at 
2 o'clock to-day the plant of the American 
Sheet Steel Company at Hyde Park was 
opened as a non-ynion mili, the officials 

aving brought more than fifty men from 

andergrift. At 8 o'clock this morning 
Robert Locke, for years assistant manager 
at the non-union mill at Leechburg, as- 
sumed control of the idle Hyde Park mill, 
he having been appointed Superintendent 
of the plant. 

It is rumored that the Westinghouse Com- 
ny of Pittsburg has forced the Hyde 
rk plant to onen to fill a contract for 

rtain steel. The Westinghouse people 

ad contracted to. take the mill’s entire 
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can find employment at this plant. 

The situation at the local mills involved 
i the fight is Without new features. 
Clark's Mill, Thirty-fifth Street, is in the 
same condition to-day as it was two weeks 
ago. The strikers are keeping away from 
the place, and everything is orderly. This 
morning about 100 men applied at this mill 
and the upper and lower unions mills for 
employment. Among them were many men 
from this section, but the majority were 
from out of town. There were all classes 
of mechanics, from common laborers to 
skilled men. The management of the Clark 
Mill anticipates no trouble, and nothing 
will be done until. the extensive repairs 
under way are completed. This will be in 
about ten days. 

The general opinion in Lawrenceville is 
that the men in the upper and lower union 
mills will not join the strikers. 
by the merchants that the men are satis- 
fied and will not throw. up their positions, 
as they are making too much money. 

The strike, though but begun, is already 
being felt in Pittsburg. Many leading bus- 
iness houses have found business dropping 
off so as to make the removal of clerks im- 
perative. One department store laid off 
twenty-five girls Saturday, and at Fs 
same time gave notice that if the strike 
was not settled by next Saturday it would 
be necessary to lay off more. 

A Wellsville (Ohio) dispatch say the 
wholesale arrest of the parents in the 
riot at the home of Harry Phillips on Sat- 
urday has dampened the ardor of the 
strikers, and if the potters and other labor 
organizations would keep their hands off, it 
is felt that the troubles, so far as the Wells- 
ville mill 1s° concerned, would soon be a 
thing of the past. Seven more members of 
the association deserted this morning and 
returned to work. 

Mayor Dennis has sworn in an extra lot 
of policemen, and declares emphatically 
that alk men who come to town for the 
purpose of going to work shall be protected. 
He says: ‘“ We are perfectly able to pre- 
serve peace and we mean to do do.” 

About twenty members of the Amalga- 
mated Association left town last night for 
other places in hopes of securing work. 
Unless a general strike of all labor organ- 
izations be ordered, it is safe to predict 
that all will be peace and quietness in 
Wellsville before the end of the week, and 
aoe Bene will be running full turn day and 
night. 


STRIKE NOT TO BE EXTENDED ? 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 5.—The 
Telegraph says this afternoon: 
“One of the officials of Lafayette Lodge, 
(Lawrenceville) of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation this morning announced that he 
had been notified that there would be no 


general strike ordered. He is authority, 
also, for the statement that the Directors 
of the Steel Corporation are dissatisfied 
with J. P. Morgan's attitude and: are mak- 
ing every effort to open negotiations with 
the strikers. 

“The official is one of the leading steel 
workers of the city, and the inference is 
that he has received an inside tip from the 
higher officials of the association.’’

WILL OBEY RELUCTANTLY. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—Local interest in the 
steel strike is centred in a body of several 
thousand men who are waiting for orders 
from W. C. Davis, Vice President of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel and 
Tin Workers, and recognized head of the 
union men in this district. Davis is ex- 
\pected back from the East to-day. 

South Chicago, Joliet, Bay View, Wis., 


and Muskegon, Mich., are included in the 
fourth district, comprisin nearly 9,000 
men. It is said there is little anxiety to 
join the strike, because of the existence 
of an agreement with the employers that 
does not expire until June. t the same 
time, the spirit of the men. is shown by the 
action taken by the steel workers at Joliet 
yesterday in voting to give 20 per cent. of 
their wages to the support of their striking 
fellow craftsmen in the East, in case they 
are not themselves called out. 

An order to strike, while not welcome, 
will be obeyed, it is said, resulting in in- 
volving a number of other Western mills 
in the fight. 


MINERS WILL NOT GO OUT. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 5.—It is not prob- 
able that the fight between the Amalga- 
mated Association and the steel trust will 
involve the United Mine Workers of Amer- 


ica to the extent that the latter will declare 
a sympathetic strike, although the fact 
that the National Executive Board of the 
miners began a meeting here to-day was 
responsible for a report to that effect. The 
strike will be discussed during the session, 
however, and it is not improbable that the 
attitude of the mine workers toward the 
steel men will be determined. 2 to this 
time, it is stated, the officials of the Amal- 
gamated Association have not asked the 
mine workers for assistance. 

“Jt is not at all likely,’’ said Secretary 
Wilson, ‘“‘ that the mine workers will strike 
for the purpose of helping the Amalgamat- 
ed Association, ,although the miners are 
hopeful that the association will win. I 
cannot see wherein a sympathetic strike on 
our part can help the steel men in their 
fight. Another thing, the miners have made 
contracts with the operators for a year, and 
it is not our policy to violate contracts, Of 
course, if it should come to a matter of 
self-preservation it would be different.” 


PROBLEM FOR TIN WORKERS. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 5.—George Powell, 
President of the Tin Workers’ Protective 
Association, called on President Shaffer to- 
day to discuss the probable embroilment of 
the tin house men in the larger strike of all 


the union employes of the steel trust. It is 
stated that the members of the Tin Work- 
ers’ Association have been approached’ by 
the officials of the American Tin Plate 
Company and requested to work. union- 
made black plate imported from Wales. 
The tin workers have — their yearly 
wage agreement, and, as the imported black 
plate is made by union labor affiliated with 
their organization, it is difficult to see how 
the tin workers can refuse to work it. 
President Powell will put the matter be- 
fore his board and will no doubt impress 
on them that while the plate is union 
made, its importation is sony to defeat: 
the Amalgamated Association in the pres- 
ent strike. The t workers’ association 
is in close sympathy with the black plate 
workers. who are members of the Amalga- 
mated Association, and will aid them to 
win the strike, perhaps going so far as to 
refuse to work the Welsh tin plate. 


STRIKE AFFECTS THE MARKET. 


President Schwab of the United States 
Steel Corporation came in town yesterday 
from his country home, at Loretta, Penn., 
and spent the day at his office, but neither 
he nor any other Steel Trust official would 
say anything about the strike. 

J. Pierpont Morgan reached his office at 
1 o’clock, and remained there most of the 
afternoon, but would not discuss the strike. 

The stock market was very weak, as the 
result of the open breach between the Steel 
Trust and the strikers. 

The Steel stocks were decidedly weak, 
the common opening 2% points below Sat- 
urday’s close, and the preferred was 214 
points down. Coal stocks also were lower 
at the opening. The railroad shares suf- 
fered more during the day than the Steel 
issues. Despite a listless market in the 
morning and general selling in the after- 
noon throughout most of the list, there 
were some evidences of inside support of 
United States Steel. When the common 
stock had reached. 40 in its decline a bid 
for 20,000 shares at that price from a 
broker said to represent inside interests 
kept the stock firmer until the close. 


BUILDING TRADES’ SUPPORT. 


* The Board of Delegates of the Building

as long as the strike its. We believe that the 
winning of this strike by the Amalgamated As- 
sociation. is of vital importance to organized 
labor all over the United States.

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ROBBERIES IN PLACE 
FULL OF POLICEMEN 


Residenjs of Old Westchester Vil- 
lage Victims of Marauders. 


Thirty of New York’s Guardians of the 
Peace Make Their Home There, 
but Are No Protection. 


In old Westchester village, on the Mapes 
estate, close to the Van Nest railroad sta- 
tion, there has recently sprung up a thick- 
ly populated settlement of 150 two-story- 
and-attic frame houses of modern design. 
More than thirty of these are occupied by 
policemen and their families, for they are 
ideal suburban residences for men whose 
incomes amount to the pay of the city’s 
guardians. 

Among the householders are two ward 
men, Detectives Ward and Dillon, of the 
Westchester Police Station. The police- 
men were among the first to settle there, 
and their presence was a great inducement 
to others, for burglars are the greatest 
bugaboo of suburban life, and the people 
argued, how could there be any burglars 
when every fifth house was occupied by an 
alert and trained pursuer of criminals, 
ready to pounce upon an invader not only 
for duty’s sake but: for the defense of his 
own home and fireside? ; 

This pleasant feeling of security lastéd 
until about two months age, when @ ru- 
mor spread rapidly through the country- 
side that there had been a burglary in the 
police settlement. It was not believed at 
first, but investigation proved it to be true. 

The policemen sympathized with their 
neighbors, and said it was simply one of 
those sporadic cases of criminality that 
will crop out in the best localities from time 
to time, and that the guilty parties were 
doubtless strange robbers. novices, per- 


haps, who did not know of the character 
of the place. 

But there were no arrests. Alarm, how- 
ever, began to subside, and the sense of 
security was about restored, when there 
came more burglaries, and yet more, some 
with fusillades of pistol shots accompany- 
ing, and two or three highway robberies 
besides, until now there is almost a reign 
of terror all through the new town, for 
the thieves do not content themselves with 
one visit to a place, but when once they 
have made a good haul they go again and 
again as often as they think the house- 
holder has had an oppor tany to restock, 

One who has suffered in this way is 
James Ledamon, the barber of the settle- 
ment. His shop in West Farms Road, 
near St. Lawrence Avenue, was entered one 
night and every portable article taken 
away, even to the shaving soap and the 
bottles of bay rum and tonic. e bought 
new razors and strops and other para- 
phernalia and hardly got it in place when 
his shop was again stripped. 

Once more, at a severe financial strain, 
he equipped his store, and, thinking that if 
the burglars could carry off the stuff, he 
could, too, he bought a big earrying case, 
pur wey to remove the property every 
night to his home, a short distance away, 
in Commonwealth Avenue. 

The thieves came again to the shop last 
Saturday, and surmieing what had _ hap- 
ened when they found it empty, went to 
he Ledamon cottage and proceeded to 
crack it. While they were at work they 
were seen from a window by Carl Stezner, a 
hardware merchant, who lives oppasite, 
and they fled amid a storm of bullets from 
his family arsenal, 

Others who have been robbed are Will- 
iam Paulson, a grocer, and Stezner’s next- 
door neighbor, and Joseph Reake, a builder, 
in Commonwealth Avenue. The highway 
robberies were committed in Common- 
wealth Avenue. The losses have been 
small, but there have been no arrests. 
The residents are beginning to suspect that 
the policemen themselves have suffered 
from the thieves and are so sensitive that 
they will not tell about it. 

The only theory that the police advance 
now is that the robberies are committed by 
tramps traveling on the moving freight 
trains over the Harlem River Division of 
the New Haven and Hartford ilroad, 
which passes through Van Nest Station, 
and who, seeing the pretty settlement lying 
so close to the tracks apparently unguard- 
ed, are tempted to jump from the cars and 
do a little robbing and escape by the same 
way. 


HUNGARIAN TOWN IN REVOLT. 


Klausenburg in Open _ Insurrection 
Against the’ Authorities—Munic- 
ipal Buildings Wrecked. 
LONDON, Aug. 6.—A~ dispatch from 
Vienna to The Daily Express says: i 
“The town of Klausenburg, in Transyl- 
vania, is in open revolt against the Hun- 
garian authorities. A majority of the in- 
habitants are Germans. Resenting Magyar 
ascendency, they have stormed and wrecked 
the municipal buildings and the hduse of 
the Prefect of Police, the occupants barely 

escaping with their lives. 

‘*‘An urgent summons has been sent for 
troops to quell the rising. There have been 
numerous casualties.’’ 


Klausenburg, or Kolozsvar, a royal free 
town of Hungary, the capital of the Count 
ot Kolozs and also of the whole Transyl- 
vanian circle, is situated in.a picturesque 
valley on the banks of the Little Szamos. 

The city is the headquarters of the mili- 
tia and regular infantry regiments of the 
district. t consists of an inner town, 
quadrangular in form and divided into the 
Old and New Towns, and five suburbs. 
The greater part lies on the right bank of 
the river, while on the other side is the 
so-called ‘‘ Bridge Suburb ”’ and the citadel. 

Klausenburg is the seat of a Unitarian 
Bishop and of the Superintendent of the 
Calvinists for the Transylvanian Circle. It 
has_a, Chamber of.Commerce, a royal court 
of justice, and is the headquarters of the 
county administration. It has many in- 
stitutions of learning, including a_ uni- 
versity and several colleges. here are 
many manufacturing industries in the

ATTACH 0. M. CARTER’S STOCK. 


The Government Seeks to Recover Prop- 
erty Bought with Money the ex- 
Captain Embezzied. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 5.—District At- 
torney Erwin to-day filed in the United 
States Court for the Southern District of 
Georgia an attachment suit against all of 
the property of ex-Capt. Oberlin M. Carter 
within the jurisdiction of the court. Car- 
ter’s former attorneys here are made par- 
ties to the suit for purposes of holding 
certain funds supposed to be in their hands 
paid on notes in Carter’s favor. The pa- 
pers have been served on, all of the defend- 

ants. 

The purpose of the bill is to restrain 
Beirne Gordon, the Propeller Towboat Com- 
pany, W. W. Mackall, J. Randolph Ander- 
son, the Savannah Lighterage and Trans- 
fer Company, M. A. Connolly, the Savan- 
nah Brewing Company, and the Brush 
Electric Light and Power Company from 
disposing of any security they may hold 
in the name of O. M. Carter or of his broth- 
ers, Lorenzo D. and Stanton Carter. 

It is claimed that Carter made invest- 
ments in the Southern District of Georgia 
with funds intrusted to him as a disburs- 
ing officer of the Government at this point, 
and that the property accruing from these 
purchases belongs to the Government. 
These are the particulars named in the bill 
showing the holdings of Carter in Savannah 
claimed by the bill: 


One hundred and fifty shares of Propeller Tow- 
poss Company stock, at a par value of $100 a 
share. : 

Twenty-five shares of Savannah Lighterage 
and* Trans§$r Company stock, at a par value of 
$100 a share.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPH ON LAND 


Experiments to be Made in a System 
of Relays at a Boston Elec- 
trical School.

BOSTON, Aug. 5.—Improved wireless tel- 
egraphy is to be tried between Boston and 
Danvers, where an electrical and telegraph 
school has bought a farm of sufficient area 
for running electric cars in connection with 
a course of instruction for motormen. A 
station in South Boston, where experiments 
with wireless telegraphy have been made in 
the past, is no longer to be used for that 


urpose, and the instruments will be trans- 
erred to Danvers, 

A relay system for paterenpting a wireless 
telegraph message and sending it forward 
with more force has been invented by Ed- 
gar S. Gray, the Principal of the school, 
and it was tried in Vermont a short while 
ago. Wells River and Groton were the 
terminal points between which messages 
were sent, and the relay station was es- 
tablished at Rye Gate, which is about 
seven miles from Wells River. This relay 
consists, generaly speaking, of two. kites, 
One receives the message and the ether 
charges it with more force and sends it on. 

The inventor professes to be able to send 
a message fifty miles over land and then 

ss it through the relay apparatus, which 

e can manipulate at the starting point. 
He predicts that such stations can be es- 
tablished at intervals of about fifty miles, 
repeating and forwarding the message al- 
most indefinitely. 


JOHN W. GATES’S RECREATION. 


He Imports a Racing Automobile and 
a French Chauffeur.

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—John W. Gates has 
decided to, take recreation in an automo- 
bile. He has a French machine of the 
latest make. It is built for racing, and to 
operate it Mr. Gates has imported a

The machine is oapame of a speed of 
nearly fifty miles an hour, and is the first 
of its kind to be imported into this coun- 
try. It is thirteen feet long and half as 
wide. It weighs 2,500 pounds and ts 
strongly built. 


LAWYER’S SAFE WAS EMPTY. 


It Was Opened by a Man to Whom He 


Owed $200 When He Left. 


MAMARONECK, N, Y., Aug. 5.—There 
was much interest taken in the opening to- 
day of the safe belonging to, Morris F, 
Kane, a young lawyer of Mamaroneck, 
who, it is alleged, duped his aunt out of 
$10,000 by giving her a forged mortgage 
supposed to have been signed by Anna 
Kane, his sister. After getting the money 
he left. Kane about six months ago got 
Postmaster William A. Boyd of Mamaro- 
neck and the late Sheriff William V. Mol- 
loy to indorse his note for $200. The note 
went to protest and Postmaster Boyd ob- 


tained an attachment on the safe and its 
contents, 

Kane was counsel in several important 
divorce cases and in a breach of promise 
case for $50,000 damages, which were 
ponding in the court at White Plains, all 
of which were afterward settled out of 
court. It was supposed that a number of 
love letters connecting prominent people as 
co-respondents in the divorce cases were 
locked up in the safe. As under the judg- 
ment all became Mr. Boyd’s, some interest- 
ing developments: were expected. The safe 
was opened to-day and found to be empty.

MANY BURIED DEBRIS 


IN 


Five Buildings Wrecked and Inmates 
Subjected to the Horrors of Fire 


and Coilapsing Walls. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—A terrific ex- 
plosion in a block of six buildings on Lo- 
cust Street above Tenth to-night complete- 
ly wrecked five of the structures and 
caused the death of two persons. Over fifty 
others were more or less seriously in- 
jured, It is estimated that at least thirty- 
five ‘persons were in the five ‘buildings 
when the explosion occurred, and the exact 
number of dead is not known. The build- 
ings were occupied as follows: 

No. 1,008, Houseman; pool and billiard rooms. 

No. ‘1,010, Morris Rosenthal; second-hand 
clothing store, occupied by Rosenthal, his wife, 
and five children. 

No. 1,012, Willlam Jones, negro; restaurant, 
occupied by Jones and about fifteen boarders. 

No. 1,014, George McClemmy; grocery'shop, oc- 
a by McClemmy, his clerk, and servant 

No. 1,016, Patrick Quigley; grocery shop, occu- 
pied by Quigley, his wife, three children, and 
his uncle. 

No. 1,018, Albert Mountain; grocery and meat 
shop, occupied by Mountain, his mother, sister, 
and clerk. 

The explosion occurred about 9:30 o’clock. 
It is believed that a barrel of gasoline in 
one of the three grocery shops exploded. 
With the exception of No. 1,008, the front 
walls of the buildings were blown outward 
into the street, while the floors and the 
roofs were blown upward and fell to the 
ground. Almost every building in a radius 


of two blocks about the scene of the ex- 
plosion had windows shattered and were 


otherwise damaged. Every building on the 
opposite side of Locust Street was dam- 
aged, but none of them fell. 

A cry went up from the ruins when the 
explosion occurred. Occupants of the 
wrecked houses could be seen crawling from 
the débris, while cries of others were heard 
in the wreckage. From the surrounding 
buildings injured persons came running 
and fell unconscious in the street. Fire 
started in the débris as it settled to the 
ground, and in less than five minutes the 
great pile wes burning fiercely. A general 
alarm was turned in for fire apparatus 
and ambulances, and in the meantime the 
work of rescue was voluntarily begun. 
Here and there a person was dragged 
from the ruins before the fir€ could reach 


the victim, several lives being saved by this 
prompt work. When the firemen reached 
the scene the flames were igniting the 
buildings across the street. The fire, how- 
ever, was extinguished {n a few minutes. 
The work of digging away the ruins was 
then begun.in earnest. 

Near the edge of the débris several negro 
men. were teken out and sent to the hos- 
pitals. While the firemen:and policemen 
were digging into the débris and hauling 
away heavy timbers in several parts of the 
wreckage, cries were heard coming from 
the cellar of Mountain's. grocery shop. 
Fifty men, with rope and tackle, pulled 
away the roofing and flooring which had 
fallen into a heap. From the bottom of the 
pile, doubled up, were taken a man .and a 
woman. The man was able to speak, but 
the woman was apparently dead. While 
the work of rescue was going on hospital 
attendants and others made a search of 
all the damaged houses on the opposite 
side of the street and almost twenty per- 
sons were taken to various hospitals from 
these places. None of those taken to the 
hospital has died up to midnight. Two 
hundred men are now at work clearing 
away the wreckage. 

The buildings containing the poolrooms, 
glothing store, and the restaurant were 
three-story brick structures, while the 
other three buildings were each two-and- 
one-half stories. 

At 1:30 A. M. the only known deaths are 
those at the hospitals, that of a negro wo- 
man and a two-year-old negro child. At 
the Pennsylvania Hospital five of the pa- 
tients will, it is thought, die before morn- 
ing. These are two negro women, one ne- 
gro, and two negro children. 

Others at the various hospitals will also 
die. Among these are Samuel Gale, aged 
forty, (white,) and his daughter, Florence, 
aged twenty: Of the Rosenthal family, 
Minnie, aged twelve, was taken from the 
ruins seriously injured, and will die. 

The police and fire officials believe that 
several bodies are still buried under the 
ruins. Large forces of firemen and police- 
men are at work removing the vast amount 
of wreckage. 

There are many persons missing accord- 
ing to the statements of neighbors or of 
those who were familiar with the move- 
ments. of those occupying the buildings. 
From forty to forty-five persons are to- 
night lying in the several hospitals, suf- 
fering more or less severe injuries. 


OLD HOUSE QUITS BUSINESS. 


Hood, Foulkrod & Co. of Philadelphia, 
Founded Seventy-eight Years Ago, 
Winding Up Its Affairs.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—The wholesale 
dry goods house of Hood, Foulkrod & Co. 
has ceased to exist, after a business career 
of seventy-eight years. Having been un- 
successful in renewing its lease of the 
store at Eleventh and Market Streets, and 
having no other suitable place.to move into 
without curtailing its trade, the firm con- 
cluded to go out of business. To close up 
the affairs of the firm quickly, John Wana- 
maker has taken over tHe stock of dry 
goods, to turn it into cash as speedily as 
possible. 

The closing of the doors of Hood, Foulk- 
rod & Co. is a momentous event to the busi- 
ness interests of Philadelphia. The firm 
was established in this city in 1823 by Sam- 
uel Hood. In 1855 the style of Hood, Bon- 


bright & Co. was adopted, which was re- 
tained until June, 1890, when the firm was 
reorganized under the name of Hood, 
Foulkrod & Co. John Wanamaker had be- 
come a special partnerin the firm in 1886, 
but retired from active participation in the 
business at the time of the reorganization, 
leaving, however, $1,000,000 in the concern. 

In 1861," at the breaking out of the civil 
war, a period that proved so disastrous to 
mercantile houses in all parts of the coun- 
try, the firm of Hood, Bonbright & Co. 
became embarrassed, and was compelled 
to-suspend payment. The firm was able at 
the time to clear off 75 per cent. of its in- 
debtedness, the remainder being abated by 
its creditors, whereby it was enabled to 
contiuue in business. 

In November, 1881, the firm finally paid 
off the last dollar of the abated debts of 
twenty years beforé, but at’that time very 
few of the old creditors remained in active 
business. 


Deal Beach Councilman Loses His Seat.

CHANDLER’S FRIENDS AROUSED. 
Evans Is Ignored Because Bureau 


of Navigation Is Friendly to 


the Officer. 
Special to The New York Times. _ 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—For the last two 
days there has been an industrious revamp- 
ing of an old story, published several weeks 
ago, about a letter written by ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Chandler to Secretary Long 
complaining of certain assertions and al- 
leged abusive epithets referring to Mr. 
Chandler contained in Rear Admiral -Ey- 
ans’s book, ‘‘ A Sailor’s Log.” 

No action has been taken by Mr. Chand- 
ler since he sent his letter to Mr. Long, 
and in that letter he did not ask for a court 
of inquiry, but simply offered to prove 
Rear Admiral Evans’s assertions untrue. 


No action has been taken by the depart- 
ment, and the revival of the subject was a 
surprise to them. It is believed that the re- 
newed effort !s not due to Mr. Chandler, 
but to his admirers, and that the reason 
they are reviving the subject is that they 
are incensed at Secretary Long’s treatment 
of Mr. Chandler’s complaint. 

Mr. Chandler’s friends say Mr. Long not 
only paid no attention to it, but laughed 
when the matter was spoken about, and 
treated it as of no consequence whatever. 
He sent a copy of Mr. Chandler’s letter to 
Rear Admiral Evans, and there he dropped 
the matter, they declare. Since then, Mr. 
Chandler has taken no action, but his 
friends have waited with impatience to see 
the department take some action, and the 
contempt with which the whole affair has 
been treated has angered them and led to 
the renewed attack on Rear Admiral Ey- 
ans. 

Acting Secretary Hackett declared to-day 
that he had forgotten all about Mr. Chand- 
ler’s complaint until the newspapers re- 
newed the subject, and that he only heard 
of it then because a reporter from Boston 


brought the subject up and finally succeed-, 


ed in recalling it to his memory. 

The friends of Mr. Chandler complain that 
this contemptuous and cavalier treatment Is 
to be expected whenever a complaint is 
madé of any officer to whom the Bureau 
of Navigation is friendly, and that it is 
only an officer who ventures to criticise 
the bureau or its friends who is made to 
speedily feel that he has committed an in- 
discretion. The reason usually given for 
treating Mr. Chandler’s complaint as triv- 
ial is that he does not now occupy an offi- 
cial position and that Rear Admiral Evans 
is not, therefore, criticising a superior. He 
did not attack Mr. Chandler when the lat- 
ter was Secretary of the Navy, but waited 
till he had retired to private life. 

To this Mr. Chandler’s friends reply that 
whether or not Mr. Chandler persona! 
has any claim for action Rear Admiral 
Evans is guilty of criticising a ruling of 
the Navy Department. His complaint is of 
certain orders that were given to him by 
the Navy Department during President Ar- 
thur’s Administration, and he assails Mr. 
Chandler, charges him with abusing his of- 
fice, and calls him an “ insect.’’ Mr. Chand- 
ler’s friends say that although the man 
who was then Secretary is not Secretary 
now, the orders stand as the ruling of the 
Navy Department, and that in attacking 
them in a book Rear Admiral Evans is 
guilty of criticising the department and 
therefore of a breach of discipline. 

It is further asserted that Rear Admiral 
Evans’s charges against the Navy De- 
partment are not true. It makes no differ- 
ence, Mr. Chandler’s friends claim, who the 
Secretary was, whether his name _ was 
Chandler or Long; the order of the Secre- 
ty stands as a ruling of the depart- 
ment. 


VAST DEALS IN PINE LAND. 


Three Transactions in the Northwest by 
Which More Than $2,000,000 Will 
Go to the Sellers. 
Special to The New York Times. 


DULUTH, Minn., Aug. 5.—Three import- 
ant land and timber deals have just been 
closed here. The money to change hands 
aggregates more than $2,000,000, all for 
white pine timber. The Brooks Timber 
Company of Minneapolis has bought of 


Duluth men 170,000,000 feet of standing 
ine near this city on the line of the Du- 
uth and Northern Minnesota Road for 
$975,000. They will build thirty-five miles 
of railway of standard gauge, and will get 
out the timber for mills close to Duluth. 

Weyerhaeuser and Denkmann have 
bought of the Musser Sauntry Company 
four-fifths interest in 44,000 acres of tim- 
ber land in Douglas County, for $800,000. 
The Weyerhauesers already had the re- 
maining one-fifth, showing a value to the 
lands of a round million. These lands are 
partly cut over, but their pine is of very 
valuable grade. 

Cook and Tourish of this cit 
bought of the State of Idaho 27, acres 
of timber, without the land, for $255,000. 
There are more than 200,000,000 feet of 
pine upon the land, and-it is all to be re- 
moved under the terms of the contract 
within the coming twenty years. The 
buyers will buy the Moscow and Eastern 
Railroad, extend it to their timber, and 
will erect mills. The deal is the largest 
that has ever been carried out in Idaho. 

Within the last few months Duluth lum- 
bermen ‘have invested not less than $5,000,- 
000 in pine in the West and South, one firm 

one having secured a tract in Northern 

lorida of more than 280,000 acres covered 
with Southern pine. 


NORTHWEST WHEAT CROP. 


Harvesting in Minnesota and Dakota 
Ten Days Ahead of Usual Date. 
Special to The New York Times. 


DULUTH, Aug. 5.—Harvesting the wheat 
crop in Minnesota and North Dakota is in 
full progress. This is about ten days ahead 
of the usual date. The crop is all made, 
and with dry weather for thirty days there 


will be not only the largest crop ever har- 
vested in the Spring wheat region, but one 
of the best in quality. It will take thirty 
days longer to mature the vast flax crop of 
these States. 

Conservative judges put the crop of Min- 
nesota and the two akotas at not less 
than 200,000,000 bushels, worth to-day more 
than $100,000,000 on the farm. There are 
2,000,000 persons in the three States, and 
there are other crops than wheat. There 
are 18,000,000 acres of wheat in the three 
States, and the average yield per acre is 
expected to be high. There have been a 
few sections of the Red River Valley where 
the crop has been drowned out, but hail 
has been a trifling disaster, and hot winds 
have done no damage. 


SUBWAY UNDER MAIL STREET. 


Secretary Gage Says Work Under Post 
Office May Proceed. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—At the Treas- 
ury Department to-day it was said that 
the contractor for the construction of the 
rapid transit subway “loop” under Mail 


Street in New York may go on at any time. 
Secretary Gage said that he did not under- 
stand that any further authorization was 
necessary to enable the work to go on. 
There had never been any opposition to the 
excavation, but whem it was found that 
the “loop ’’ would go under a corner of the 
Post Office vaults the Government desired 
to protect itself against possible injury to 
its property. 

As the disturbance of the building will 
amount only to some injury to the floor 
of the vaults, Secretary Gage granted a 
revocable license stipulating that the Gov- 
ernment might at any time after six 
months’ notice require the premises oc- 
cupied to be vacated.

Fatal Affray at Jackson, Miss. 
JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 5.—W. J. Ligon, 
sanitary inspector of Jackson, to-night shot 
and killed David L. Shelton. The shooting 
occurred on the principal street of the city 
and caused much excitement.

SCHLEY CASE AWKWARD» 
FOR SECRETARY LONG 


lf Rear Admiral Is “Guilty” Why 
Was He Promoted ? 


THAT CIENFUEGOS INCIDENT 


Administration Said to Have Been in- 


formed of Cervera’s Whereabouts 
Before Schley Was Ordered to 
Proceed “ Cautiously.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Notwithstand- 
ing the recent order of the Navy Depart- 
ment that officers must not diseuss the 
Sampson-Schley controversy, naval officers 
who do not ask that their names shall be 
used do not hesitate to discuss some new 
aspects of the case. 

“T predict,” said a very prominent offi- 
cer, “‘that the court of inquiry ordered by 
Secretary Leng will come to nothing. By 
that I mean that it will not find Rear Ad- 
miral Schley guilty. Every naval officer 
knows that the department and the Admin- 
istration are awkwardly placed by the de- 
me of Rear Admiral Schley. If the in- 
quV should prove that Schley was cen- 
surable for * reprehensible conduct’ at any 
time after he was appointed to command 
the Flying Squadron, and before the three 
efforts of the Administration to secure his 
advancement or promotion, the court would 
find the department guilty of bad judg- 
ment in every instance in having promoted 
an officer who ought to have been brought 
to court-martial. Should the court find 
Schley guilty of ‘reprehensible conduct ’— 
which is not in Regylations, so far as I 
know—the case would run against Secretary 
Long and the President. Should nothing be 
shown derogatory to Schley the depart- 
ment’s open contention and action in ap- 
proving and promoting him will be sus- 
tained, but the foes of Schley will suffer 
some confusion. 

‘“‘A most important matter to be cleared 
up for the benefit of all concerned is the 
failure of Secretary Long to promptly and 
positively advise Rear Admirals Sampson 
and Schley that the Washington authorities 
knew on May 19, the very day of its ar- 
rival, of the presence of Cervera in Santi- 
ago Harbor. Through Gen. Greely and con- 
fidential correspondents in Havana the 
Administration knew on May 19 of the ar- 
rival of Cervera. According to Sampson, it 
was known every day from the 19th on, 
through these confidential sources of in- 
formation, yet the Navy Department sent 
Sampson advices that expressed doubt of 
Cerveya’s arrival, and Sampson was led as 
late as May 21 to send the dispatch to 
Schley, at Cienfuegos, expressing doubt as 
to whether Cervera was really at Santiago, 
and telling him to approach that port 
‘cautiously,’ if he should proceed. 

“Tt seems to me that Secretary Long 
might take to himself some blame for ‘ rep- 
rehensible conduct’ in manifesting doubt 
about. the correctness of information re- 
ceived by him, soon enough to have been 
of the utmost use to Schley in getting him 
on the way to Santiago by the south and to 
enable Sampson to start sooner by the 
north than he did. Sampson did not leave 
Key West until May 23, five days after 
Secretary Long had been informed from 
Havana of Cervera’s arrival at Santiago. 

“As Mr. Long has expressed the desire 
that all these matters shall be gone into, 
it is to be hoped, for the sake of the Signal 
Service, which has not received its due for 
gaining this information, tnformation for 
which secret agents in €uba were paid, 
that the reasons for doubting the value of 
the information will be brought out. 

“One of the characteristics of the dis- 
cussion that has constrained Schley to put 
the Administration to proof of its sound- 
ness of judgment in seeking to advance him 
aftersit had all the information it now has 
of his alleged * unsteadiness,’ and lack of 
capacity for command, has been the free- 
dom with which criticism of Schley—anony- 
mous criticism, I should explain—has been 
indulged. It might have been supposed 
that nothing would gratify the men who 
have stimulated this criticism of Schley so 
much as an opportunity to come out in a 
court and tell what they really know. But 
it begins to appear that many naval offi- 
cers who must be relied upon as witnesses 
are developing a shyness quite incompatible 
with confidence in the knowledge they have 
assumed to possess. 

“ Officers who ‘saw things” on the day 
of the Santago fight that it is now known 
they could not have seen, because they did 
not happen, are naturally inclined to avoid 
an inquisition that may compel them to 
withdraw their official reports of the 
prodigious punishment they inflicted upon 
Cervera’s fleet and of which no record 
could be found by the Sampson board of 
inquiry into the effect of gun fire during 
the engagement.” 


ANOTHER TEXAS BANK CLOSED. 


First National’s Trouble in Austin 
Causes J. H. Raymond & Co. 
to Suspend. 
Special to The New York Times. 


AUSTIN, Texas, Aug. 5.—The principal 
development in the closing of the First 
National Bank of Austin by National Bank 
Examiner J. M. Logan was the suspension 
to-day of the private bank of J. H, Ray- 
mond & Co. This bank was closing out its 
business and had $75,000 deposited with the 
First National. State Treasurer John W.. 
Robbins had about $300,000 on deposit at 
the First National, and the Secretary of 
State about $40,000. : 

The Directors of the First National claim 
that the bank is solvent, and that the ac- 
tion of Examiner Logan in closing it is 
wholly unjustifiable. Mr. Logan declines 
to make any statement concerning the con- 
dition of the bank. His report to the Con- 
troller of the Currency says that it is in- 
solvent. 

A telegram was received to-day from 
President W. B. Wortham, who is on his 
way home from New York, stating that he 
will reach here Wednesday morning. H. 
Pfaeffling, the Cashier, is im an uncon-

Big Brewing Company Formed. 

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 5.—The Gottlieb- 
Baurschmidt-Straus Brewing Company, 
capital $5,000,000, was incorporated here to- 
day. The company is empowered to make 
beer, ale, and all other kinds of fermented 
liquors. The incorporators are Frederick

Hershey, all of Baltimore.

RICH MAN’$ STRANGE DEATH.. 
William E. Whiteman, & Dealer in Milk 


Bottles, Found Dead in His Rooms. 

William E. Whiteman, fifty-four years 
old, a wealthy dealer.in milk bottles, whose 
place of business was at 144 Chambers 
Street, was found dead in his apartments 
at 32 East Forty-rifth Street last night un- 
der somewhat peculiar circumstances. 

Mr. Whiteman was in business with his 
brother, Abram V. Whiteman, and had 
lived at the Forty-fifth Street address for 
a number of years. The house is kept by a 
Mrs. Townsey, and is a superior kind of 
boarding house. Mr. Whiteman occupied a 
suite of rooms on the parlor floor. When 
he retired for the night on Sunday evening 
he directed Mrs. Townsey not to disturb 
him in the morning, as he was feeling tired 
and meant to take a long sleep. 

Yesterday morning the servant 
his room with some oatmeal and milk, 
which has been the custom since Mr. 
Whiteman has lived in the house. The girl 
knocked at the door, but, getting no an- 
swer, went down stairs. Again she went 
to the room at noon, taking a light lunch- 
eon, but there was no response to her 
knocks. A third attempt was made at 9 
o'clock last evening with the same result, 
Then Mrs. Townsey began to think some- 
thing was wrong, and entered the room to 
find Mr, Whiteman lying dead in bed. 

Dr. D. E. Barry of 449 Lexington Ave- 
nue was hurriedly summoned, but he de- 
clared that the man had been dead for 
from three to four hours. On a Coroner's 
permit the body was removed to the un- 
dertaking establishment of R. S. Draddy, 
717 Third Avenue. 

Up to this point it had appeared that Mr. 
Whiteman had died from natural causes, 
but at 11:30 the Coroner's office notified 
the police of the East Fifty-first Street 
Station that the case looked like one of 
suicide, and Detectives McLaughlin and 
Gedley were sent to investigate. They ex- 
amined the body at the undertaker’s and 
fancied that signs of carbolic acid could be 
seen around the mouth. They ordered the 
undertaker not to disturb the body till 
the Coroner had ordered an autopsy. 

At the house 82 East Forty-fifth Street 
nothing could be learned as to the cause of 
death. It is said that when Mrs. Townsey 
discovered the dead man there was a bottle 
lying on the floor by the bedside half full 
of what appeared to be magnesia. 


DROWNING GIRL HIS FIANCEE.

Deputy Commissioner Gibson Answers 
the Charges Made by the Licensed 
Pilots’ Association. 


The application of James F. Madden, @ 
taxpayer, to continue an injunction grant- 
ed by Justice Blanchard restraining the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, the 
New York Sanitary Utilization Company, 
and Commissioner Nagle from carrying out 
the agreement with the Utilization Com- 
pany for the disposition of the city’s garb- 
age came up for argument before Justice 
Gildersleeve in the Supreme Court yester- 
day afternoon. Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Sterling said that he was not ready 
to proceed, as he had not received the pa~ 
pers until last Saturday. The argument 
was, therefore, postponed until to-morrow 
at 10:30 o’clock A. M. 

Deputy Commissioner Gibson of the 
Street Cleaning Department was seen yes- 
terday, and he gave an explanation of some 
of the points which the Licensed Masters 
and Pilots’ Association intend to place be- 
fore Mr. Philbin this morning with a view 
to having the District Attorney make an 
official investigation into the conduct of 
the Street Cleaning Department. 

Capt. Keyes of the Pilots’ Association 
charges that this contract was not adver- 
tised. ‘‘ What is the department’s version 
as to that?’’ was asked of Capt. Gibson. 

“The contract was not advertised for 
open competition,’’ answered the Captain. 
“From the time that Col. Waring had 
charge of the department the contracts 
were awarded just as they are to-day. It 
takes quite a plant to handle all the garb- 
age that is hauled out of this city during 
the course of a year. To advertise for bids 
for such a contract would be almost use- 
less. If a man should succeed in getting 
the year’s contract he would stand only to 
lose money on it. He would have to build 
or buy or hire a number of scows and tow- 
boats, and the outlay would mean perhaps 
that at the end of the first year of the con- 
tract the whole fleet of scows would be 
useless. The present contractor is supplied 


with his scows and has, in a way, @ mo- 
nopoly. 

“There is one remedy to adjust the let- 
ting of the garbage contract on a sound 
business basis. The contract must be 
lengthened, say, to five Then it 
must be openly bid for. 

“Tt is said that the present rates paid 
the contractors to haul garbage are in ex- 
cess of what the work is worth. A scow of 
garbage, it is charged, brings the con- 
tractor anywhere from $155 to $175, while 
the same vente — be hauled to sea ata 
cost of about $55.” 

‘““We are obliged to make the best of 
things as. we can get them,” Capt. Gibson 
said. “ We get the cheapest and at the 
same time the most reliable man we can 
find. The trouble is, as I said, there is not 
enough competition to lower the price of 
hauling.”’ 

‘But it is said that the contractors haul 
the loads to Greenville, N. J., and to Eliz- 
abethport, where railroads are filling in 
swamp land, and that they are paid any- 
where from 25 to 40 cents a yard for letting 
the railroad companies unload the garb- 
age?”’ 

a I’m glad to hear that,’’ the Captain 
said.” If only every pound of garbage that 
is hauled out of this city were really sold 
to the railroads nothing could please us 
more or be better for the city. As to the 
contractors getting _— for the garbage 
when it is used as filling, that is something 
with which it would be hard for us to in- 
terfere aS matters now stand. 

‘But does not the city need just that 
very material son filling in—at Riker’s Isl- 
and, for example?”’

“The city does own three such scows. 
They are at present laid up in South Brook- 
lyn, where they will remain, for it has been 
proved that they are too expensive to run. 

Capt. Keyes and the committee of the 
Central Federated Union will call this 
morning on District Attorney Philbin: and 
lay before him facts which they claim to 
have discovered in the administration of 
the Street Cleaning Department. The Dis- 
trict Attorney said late last night that as 
yet he had no intimation of the nature of 
the charges which it was proposed to bring 
against the department. He added that 
the mere fact that a contract had been 
awarded without advertising would not 
prove enough in itself to direct the atten- 
tion of the Grand Jury to the matter.

RBAGE CONTRACT CASE| TRENTON HOSPITAL INQUIRY. 


Investigation of Charges of Poor Food 
Supply for the Insane — Gov. 
Voorhees Present. 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 5.—The investiga- 
tion into the charges of a poor and insuffi- 
cient food supply at the State Hospital for 
the Insane was commenced to-day. Gov. 
Voorhees, upon invitation of the investi- 
gating committee, was present. Warden 
Hayes was represented by counsel, as were 
also the attendants, who made the written 
complaint to Dr. Ward, medical director. 

Dr. Ward was the first witness called, 
and was first examined by E. R. Walker, 
counsel for the committee. Dr. Ward said 
the written complaint was not handed to 
him, but was laid on his desk. Previously 
a committee of attendants waited upon 
him and made a general complaint, which 
he directed them to put in writing, as he 
said he had no personal knowledge of bad 
food being supplied. He said that Dr. 
Jones, since dismissed from the institution, 
brought him a piece’ of meat containing 
maggots, complaining that this was the 
kind of meat that was being supplied. Dr. 
Ward disclaimed any responsibility for the 
quality of food supplied. 

The doctor was closely cross-examined 
by counsel for Warden Hayes and the at- 
tendants. He said that the meat which is 
furnished for his private table comes from 
the same supplies as the meat provided for 
the attendants and patients. 

At the afternoon session the fact was 
brought out that all of the twenty-seven 
signers of the complaint received their 
food from a single one of the four kitchens. 
None of the complaints involved any of the 
three other kitchens. 

Walter Miller, an attendant, was the last 
witness before the adjournment, which was 
until Thursday. He said that from the 
time he went into the institution until a 
few days after the recent formal complaint 
scarcely any food provided by Warden 
Hayes had been fit to eat. The canned 
corned beef had a particularly bad smell 
and appearance. The rice was not cooked 
enough. The prunes were almost raw, and 
often were decayed, omitting a nauseating 
odor. The tea was wea and oorly 
brewed. The butter was scarcely fit for 
cooking, often cast aside by inmates. The 
cold boiled ham was often maggotty. The 
cabbage was poorly cooked and was old. 
These conditions existed, Miller said, for 
the last six months, and had gradually 
gotten to the point where protest was im- 
perative.

YAWLS AND SLOOPS RACE 


Navahoe and Rainbow Were First 
in Their Respective Classes. 


LIGHT WIND FOR THE YACHTS 


‘Ailsa Finished Second in the Yawl Class 


Over Four Minutes Behind Win- 
ner in Newport Series. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 5.—A long, te- 
dious race of twelve miles out and back 
with the wind at all times very light and 
nearly always abeam was won to-day in 
the ninety-foot yawl class by the Navahoe 
and in the seventy-foot class by the Rain- 
bow. 

The Navahoe came in over four minutes 
ahead of her other two competitors, and in 
corrected time defeated the Ailsa by 3 
minutes and 29 seconds and the Vigilant 
by 3 minutes and 35 seconds. The Rain- 
bow, after a long see-saw race with the 
Virginia, finally crossed the finish line 
fifty-five seconds ahead, no corrected time 
being computed, as these yachts sailed 
boat for boat with a one-gun start. 

Starting out with spinnakers set and a 
fine seven-knot breeze astern, the yachts 
ran the first five miles in quick time. Then 
the wind began to coquet with all five 
racers, and it took over three hours to 
reach the outer mark, with the breeze 
shifting from northeast to southeast, but 
never dead ahead. At one time the yachts 
were wide apart, but, strangely enough, all 
five met at the mark in a bunch. 

The run in was much quicker work, and 


the Navahoe managed by a pretty burst to 
pull ahead of the others, five miles from 
the finish, the Hainbow after a hard luf- 
fing match beating out the Virginia. 

All the yachts arrived at the start 
promptly and found the committee order- 
ing a run to leeward, south by west, which 
with a fine northerly breeze blowing, 
seemed to insure a good beat back. 

The yawls were started at 11:10, the 
three yachts rossing the line as follows: 
Ailsa, 11:10:35; Navahoe, 11:11:39; Vigilant, 
11:12:00. 

Ke latter yacht was very slow, and was 
hahdicapped twelve seconds. In this class 
each yacht was timed on crossing. 

All three broke out spinnakers at once, 
and soon the Navahoe and Vigilant began 
to pull up on the Ailsa. 

In the meantime the two seventy-footers 
were sent away, the starting signal being 
given at 11:15 and the yachts being timed 
then and not on crossing. The Rainbow 
came for the line with the wind ahead, 
followed almost immediately by the Vir- 
ginia, and at once the two began a sharp 
luffing match which carried them well to 
the eastward of the course. While at this 
sharp work the Virginia hoisted a protest 
flag, believing the Rainbow to have start- 
ed the luffing while under an overlap. For 
ten minutes the two sloops held on before 
squaring away for the mark, with the 
Rainbow leading. 

After five miles of somewhat rapid sail- 
ing, the wind suddenly fell flat, and then 
came in fitful puffs from the northeast. 
For nearly two hours and a half the yachts 
made little headway against the stron 
head tide until finally the wind freshene 
from the southeast. t this time they were 
well strung out, but the breeze caught the 
leeward boats first and all five came rush- 
ing to the mark like one great yacht 
massed in canvas. The Ailsa reacned it 
first, rounding at 2:21:46; the others being 
as follows: 

Navahoe, 2:22:24; Rainbow, 2:23:56; Vigi- 
lant, 2:24:23, and Virginia, 2:24:51. It looked 
for a minute or two as if there would be a 
smash, but the Navahoe eased off to lee- 
ward and the bunch finally cleared itself. 
With the wind still abeam the yachts 
headed for the lightship, the Ailsa leading. 
Soon the Navahoe began to pick up, and 
half way in had passed the Ailsa and was 
the leading boat. The Carroll yacht stead- 
ily increased her lead, without extra sails, 
although the Ailsa and Vigilant both set 
mizzen-staysails. Half way in the Vir- 
ginia caught up with the Rainbow, and 
another luffing match ensued, until within 
two miles of the finish. The Virginia, how- 
ever, could not get by, and the Rainbow 
reached the line a short distance in the 
lead. The race was remarkable in that it 
gave the yachts one continuous broad 
reach, the Ailsa in fact never once taking 
in her balloon jibtopsail from start to 
finish.

CONDITION OF COTTON CROP. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The monthly re- 
port of the statistician of the Department 
of Agriculture shows the average condition 
of cotton on July 25 to have been 77.2, as 
compared with 81.1 on June 25; 76 on Aug. 
1, 1900; 84 on Aug. 1, 1899, and a ten-year 
average of 84. 

There was an improvement of ¢ondition 


during July, amounting to 6 points in Geor- 
gia, 5 points in South Carolina, 2 in Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, and 8 in Virginia. 
On the other hand, there was a decline of 
19 points in Missouri, 15 in Arkansas and 
Tennessee, 18 in Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 
ritory, 12 in Texas, 7 in Florida, 4 in North 
Carolina, and 2 in Louisiana. The impair- 
ment in condition is largely due to drought; 
but in a portion of the eastern section of 
the cotton belt it is attributable to the 
prevalence of excessive rain during a large 
part of the month. 

While the condition in Mississippi is 5 
points above the State’s ten-year average, 
every cther State reports a condition below 
such average, Virginia being 1, Louisiana 
2, Alabama 3, Texas 7, Georgia 8, South 
Carolina and Florida 9, North Carolina 12 
Arkansas, Tennessee, and Missouri 16 
points below respectively. 

The averages of condition in the different 
States are reported as follows: Virginia 86, 
North Carolina 73, South Carolina 75, 
Georgia 78, Florida 79, Alabama 82, Missis- 
sippi 88, Louisiana 82, Texas 74, Arkansas 
69, Tennessee 70, Missouri 71, Oklahoma 78, 
and Indian Territory 75. 


Rain Falis on Texas Cotton Fields. 


DALLAS, Texas, Aug. 5.—The first rain 
of consequence that Dallas and vicinity has 
had since last May began falling at 4 
A. M., and lasted until-noon. The rainfall 
eppesee to have been general over an area 
extending approximately 100 miles in all 
directions from this city.

EXPECTED DEATH CAME NOT. 


Clogged Shell Full of Nitro-Glycerine 
Saves the Lives of Two Oil 
Well Shooters. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 5.—John 
Walster, an expert oil well shooter, and 
his assistant, William Taylor, by accident 
this morning escaped death. They had 
been hired to shoot an oil well on the farm 
of George Wilson at Wellsville, and took 
with them almost 300 quarts of nitro-glycer- 
ine. Five shells, each capable of terrible 


execution, had been lowered into the well 
and 200 quarts of the deadly fluid re- 
mained on the floor of the derrick house. 
In lowering the sixth shell the line broke, 
and almost a gallon of nitro-glycerine was 
sent flying down the shaft, at the bottom 
of which were five similar shells, and at 
the top many additional quarts. 

As the slack line flew up in their faces, 
the well shooters, fearing instant death, 
sank helpless to the derrick floor. A full 
minute passed before either could speak. 
Then they realized that they were saved. 

An investigation showed that the broken 
line had caused the shell to become clogged 
half way down the well, where it was se- 
curely held.

Man Being Taken to Hospital Threat 
ened with Delirium Tremens 
Wrote it. 





Louis Entzer of 520 Bast Eighty-fourth . 


Street was arrested on Aug. 1 for passing a 
worthless check for $15. He was locked up 
in default of $200 bail for examination on 
Aug. 11. Sunday Entzer became quite sick, 
and yesterday morning he grew so ill that 


he was sent to the Harlem Hospital for 
treatment. The court officers say that he 
was threatened with delirium tremens. 

As the ambulance left the prison attached 
to the Harlem Police Court Entzer threw 
out a celluloid cuff, which was picked up 
by a lawyer named Henry Levy.

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TORPEDO BOATS’ TRIP 
FULL OF EXCITEMEN 


Accidents to the Cushing and Wins- 
low Caused Crews Anxiety. 


One Lost Her Fresh Water and the Oth- 
er’s Steering Gear Got Out of Order 
—Men Had But Little Sleep. 


There was a tired and disgusted lot of 
green landsmen at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
yesterday whose enthusiasm for a life in 
Uncle Sam’s navy had taken a sudden drop 
down to the zero level. These landsmen 
form the greater part of the crews of the 
torpedo boats Cushing and Winslow, and 
they had just completed the most strenuous 
experience of their lives in bringing to this 
port from Norfolk, Va., the two tiny and 
frail craft named. That they reached port 
at all was a pleasant surprise to some of 
the men. 

Service on a torpedo boat at any time and 
under any conditions is not a duty for 
which the average jackie in the navy 
yearns. But the men of the Cushing and 
the Winslow feel that one such trip as 
they have just taken would raise in the 
breast of the most hardened seaman a long- 
ing for a return to the old homestead and 
life back on the farm. 

The Cushing and the Winslow left Nor- 
folk to join the North Atlantic Squadron, 


which is now at Nantucket. Lieut. Doug- 
lass is in command of the Cushing and 
Lieut. Stone of the Winslow. When leav- 
ing Norfolk it was decided that the two 
boats should keep together on the trip, for 
their mutual safety. In view of what hap- 
pened on the way up, the sailors regard it 
as fortunate, for the Winslow at least, that 
this policy was adopted. 

While the two boats were out at sea it 
Was discovered that the Winslow’s tanks 
were leaking, and that she was losing her 
supply of fresh water. Efforts to stop the 
leaks were unsuccessful, and early yester- 
day morning, ‘w....e off Absecon Light, it 
was found that the Winslow could not go 
further without using salt water for steam. 
This, it was feared, would cause serious 
dAmage to her boilers, and it was finally 
decided to have the Cushing take her sis- 
ter ship in tow. ; 

It was easy enough to so decide, but to 
get the Winslow in tow of the Cushing was 
a difficult job. The sea was none too 
smooth at the time, and it was only after 
a lot of manoeuvring that the two boats 
were brought close enough to each other 
for lines to be passed from the Cushing. 
The utmost care had to be exercised to pre- 
went the frail boats from smashing into 
each other, in which case both might have 
been seriously damaged, if not sunk. 

After several stout Manila ropes had been 
Snapped in attempts to tow the Winslow, 
@ one-and-a-half-inch wire cable was final- 
ly attached to a buoy and floated back 
from the Cushing to the Winslow. The 
cable was made fast;-but after a few hours 
of towing this also parted. To make mat- 
ters worse, the steering gear of the Wins- 
low got out of order, and the auxiliary 
steering arrangement aft had to be pressed 
into service. The boats were then nine 
miles off Barnegat. 

It was finally decided that the Winslow 
should proceed, as a last recourse, under 
steam generated from sea water. Tne 
Cushing, it was found, had also lost some 
of her fresh water supply through an acci- 
dent to one of her pumps. The Cushing 
barely got into port on her supply of fresh 
water. 

When the two torpedo boats finally 
reached the Brooklyn Navy Yard their offt- 
cers and crews were thoroughly tired out. 
Lieut. Douglass had slept but three hours 
out of seventy-four, whi m Leet. Stone had 
not been able to get a nk of sleep in 
sixty hours. The other officers and men 
on the boats got a little more sieep, but all 
had worked very hard, and were exhausted, 

The Winslow will remain at the Brooklyn 
Yard for some repairs. Lieut. Douglass 
will proceed to-day with the Cusning to 
Newport, where the torpedo boats sre to 
manoeuvre with the squadron: 


A BROOKLYN BRIDGE PLAN. 


Second Story Proposed to Double Carry- 
ing Capacity of Present Structure. 
Since the accident which caused a tem- 

porary stoppage of traffic on the Brooklyn 

Bridge a couple of weeks ago engineers 

have been discussing the matter, and sev- 

eral schemes have been offered for the 
strengthening of the structure. 

W. Hildenbrand, Superintendent of the 
works of John A. Roebling’s Sons, yester- 
day offered a plan by which he claims the 
carrying capacity of the bridge can be 
doubled. Mr. Hildenbrand’s plan calls for 
the building of what is practically a sec- 
ond story to the present structure. This 
can be done, according to Mr. Hildenbrand, 
for $3,500,000, and without interfering with 
the traffic over the bridge for a single hour. 

To carry the additional weight of the 
second deck or story, it will be necessary 
to stretch four new cables, parallel with 
those now in use. New anchorages will be 
necessary, for the present anchorages are 
not any too strong for the strain they now 
bear. he towers would not need ta be 
altered, as the strain upon them is entirely 


downward, andi they can carry all the 
weight put upon them. 

It would not be necessary, Mr. Hilde- 
brand says, to either attach new suspend- 
ers or to construct new trusses. Under the 

lan, the lower deck of the structure could 

e used exclusively by cars, while the up- 
per deck could be devoted to trucks and 
pedestrians. In order to avoid a steep 
grade to the upper deck, the Sperecches 
would have to be lengthened at the Brook- 
lyn end, while at the Manhattan end the 
approach could be made so gradual that 
the grade would hardly be noticeable. Mr. 
Hildenbrand says that the work would 
take five years to complete.

| FRANK H. COLLIER’S INSANITY. 


| Physicians Remove the Brain, and Make 
a Discovery Which Upsets an 
Accepted Theory. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—That the peculiar in- 
sanity of the late Frank Howard Collier 
resulted from a blow received on the head 
from a supposed political antagonist several 
years go was practically decided to-day by 
several physicians, who removed Collier’s 
brain for the purpose of a careful exam- 


ination. 

The discovery is of special interest from 
the fact that it has been an accepted the- 
ory among medical men that the kind of in- 
sanity from which Collier suffered—techni- 
cally known as “circular insanity ’’—never 
occurred except as a result of hereditary 
tamt. If the conclusions reached after the 
first investigation prove correct, this the- 
ory will have to be abandoned. 

A section of the forehead several inches 
Square was removed and the brain taken 
out. An examination showed that there 
was an exostosis, or bony growth, on the in- 
ner table of the skull to which the mem- 
branes and frontal lobes of the brain ad- 
here. The growth was an inch and a half 
long and an inch wide, and the points, 
which were sharp, protruded nearly a quar- 
ter of an inch. 

The exostosis, which was not directly under 
the part of the skull where Collier was 
struck, is believed to have been caused by 
the- inflamed condition of the skull and 
brain membrane around the wound. 

The size of Collier's brain was remark- 
able, and gave evidence of the intellectual 
strength which he possessed. 

A year ago Collier’s skull was trepanned, 
but the operation showed nothing. he in- 
cision, as was disclosed to-day, had been 
made a little to one side of where the exos- 
tosis existed. 


Bind and Gag a Woman in Plainfield 


and Rifie a House. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Aug. 5.—A daring 
robbery was committed this afternoon at 
a house in Dunellen Avenue, the only occu- 
pant of which at the time was a woman. 
The robbers gaged her and tied her to a 
bedpost, and then proceeded to ransack 
the house. 

The house is occupied by Mrs. Mary 
Denke and her husband and a few boarders. 
Mrs. Denke is a Slav, about forty-five 
years of age. This afternoon she was in 
the house alone, when a party of six men 
called and rang the doorbell. They gruf- 


fly demanded money, and when Mrs. Denke 
said she had none they pushed back the 
door and entered the house. 

According to the woman's story, the men 
seized her and bound and gagged her, using 
a pillowcase for the operation, and then 
tied her to a bedpost. hey went through 
the house from top to bottom, and se- 
cured $200 in money and a quantity of 
valuables. 

Some time after they had gone a neigh- 
bor happened to call to see Mrs. Denke, and 
found her still tied up to the bedpost and 
in an exhausted conditions. Word was 
sent to Chief of Police Kiely, who_imme- 
diately sent out officers to scour the city 
and vicinity for the robbers. The police of 
neighboring towns were also notified. 


FATHER McLAUGHLIN’S JUBILEE. 


Celebration of the Golden Anniversary

ASBURY PARK, N. J., Aug. 5.—Two 
young women, Summer residents of Ocean 
Grove, yesterday morning braved the au- 
thorities, who have decreed that none 
should pass through the streets in bath- 
ing attire, especially on Sunday, and by 
skillful manoeuvring, as they thought, 
ran the bockade into Asbury Park and en- 
joyed a Sunday dip at the Asbury Avenue 
bathing grounds. 

The effort to get back, hoWever, was 
not so successful. The offenders had posted 
pickets on the boardwalk to watch Officer 
Chamberlain, who was on duty at Ross's

Aided in Beating a Man Into Insensibil- 
ity, and Even Suggested Hanging 
Him in Revenge. 

A curious tale was unfolded last night 
before Justice of the, Peace Francios at 
North Bergen. It was the story of two 
women who wanted to hang a man. The 
man bared portions of his body to show 
the Court large welts where he had been 

beaten with rope ends. 

The accuser in the case was Herman 
Wigman of 97 Grand Avenue, North Ber- 


gen. The accused persons were William 
Bernard, his wife, and Miss Minnie Alces, 
who live in the same neighborhood. The 
alleged facts, as they were sifted out of 
the testimony, which took several hours 
to record, were as follows: 

Two months ago a child of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bernard died. eports reached their ears 
that Wigman was circulating stories to the 
effect that the child’s death was not due 
to natural causes. Poison was hinted at 
according to the rumors as they were re- 

eated to the Bernards. Miss Alces, their 
riend and relative, heard the stories, too. 
All said Wigman circulated the reports. 

Mrs. Bernard worried over the repeti- 
tion of these statements, and it was _ re- 
solved to punish Wigman. Friday night 
the three waylaid him on Hamilton Avenue, 
near Grand Street. Bernard took the first 
part by knocking Wigman down and keep- 
ing him prostrate while the two women 
used the ore ends upon him. In court 
last night Wigman displayed his body from 
the shoulder to the waist and from above 
the knees to his ankles. The displayed por- 
tions were black and.blue, and great ridges 
caused by blows showed that the beating 
he recelved was a severe one. 

Then the women, he testified, suggested 
hanging him to a tree. Bernard, he also 
swore, expressed a desire to end the matter 
more quickly by shooting, but he had no 
weapon, The testimony was that the man 
was dragged to a tree, but after reaching 
there it was determined to abstain from 
naneing him, and he was left unconscious 
under the tree. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bernard and Miss Alces 
were held for the Grand Jury to answer a 
charge of atrocious assault and battery. 


SERVIAN ELECTION METHODS. 


Voters Said to Have Been Foced to the 
Polls—Belgrade Dispatch Says 
Everything Was Lovely. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—Describing the dis- 
orders attending the Servian elections, the 
Vienna correspondent of The Morning Lead- 
er says: 

“The Servian Government used troops 
and gendarmes freely to intimidate the 
electors of the Opposition. At Gradiste the 
voters were driven in by gendarmes with 
cattlewhips and compelled to vote for the 
Government candidate.

HIPS ROPE ENDS. |THE COLOMBIA 


at a Standstill. 


Gold at a Premium of 3000 Per Cent.— 
Col. Murillo Is Not in an Under- 
ground Dungeon. 


A. Diaz Guerra, representative of the 
Columbian revolutionists here, said yes- 
terday that he had just received a budget 
of information regarding affairs in the 
troubled republic. 

“The revolution has lasted,” he said, 
“since 1899, and there have been killed or 
wounded during that time about 40,000 
men. Only as recently as May there was 
fought at Palas Neg#o a bloody battle that 
continued for seventeen days, At the end 
of that period the revolutionists’ had to 
retreat for want of ammunition, and the 
Government soldiers were too exhausted 
to follow them. 

“At present the regulars (Government 
troops) number some 20,000, and the Lib- 
erals (revolutionists) outnumber them. 
All the revolutionist Generals are actively 
co-operating. Gen. Hererra has the De- 
partment of Cauca, in the western part of 
the country; on the Atlantic side of the 
isthmus is Gen. Ardilla, who is in charge 
of the Department of Santander, and has 
recently obtained possession of the City 
of Ocana; Gens. Castillo and Clorodomiro 
are at Del Valle, and Gen. Girardot is in 
the interior, where he fought a great battle 
only a little while ago. Information is 
Scarce from the scene of strife, but I have 
learned that our side has won decisive 


victories lately in the southern part of the 
Department of Cauca. 

‘News from Maracaibo is to the effect 
that the Minister of War, Sefior Valencia, 
is about to go to Cucuta, there to take 
command of the Government troops on 
the frontier. In the interior, around the 
capital, it is reported that the merchants 
and business men, not willing to use pa- 
per money, have closed their stores, and 
business is prostrated. I have had no 
news from Gen. Uribe-Uribe, except that 
he was recently at Caracas and had a talk 
with President Castro of Venezuela. Their 
meeting has no significance politically, 
as _ they are old personal friends.” 

The Atlas line steamship Altai arrived 
at New York yesterday from Savanilla 
and Cartagena, Colombia. She is the first 
vessel from the latter port since the arrest 
there on the steamer Allegheny of Col. 
Abel Murillo, aide of Gen. Bribe, and the 
latter’s peace emissary. According to the 
mail advices and newspapers, Col. Murillo 
is not incarcerated, as was reported, in 
one of the underground dungeons of Car- 
tagena. He is imprisoned in the city jail 
and is well cared for. The arrest of Col. 
Murillo, it appears, was ordered to pre- 
vent him from joining Gen. Uribe in his 
new rebellion. It is believed that not only 
was this his intention, but the officials 
suspected that he had important verbal 
messages for his chief. 

Passengers on the Altai report a des- 
ponte state of affairs in the interior of 
he country. Business,-as a result of the 
revolt and the uncertainty of the future, 
is at a standstill. Gold is at a premium 
of 3,000 per cent., which is unprecedented, 
even in Colombia, and several large fail- 
ures are reported from Bogota. 

Another danger which is said to threat- 
en the Marroquin Government is the re- 
newed activity of the followers of Dr. 
Manuel A, Sanclemente, who was deposed 
from the Presidency a year ago by the 
coup de état of Vice President Marroquin. 
Dr. Sanclemente still insists that he is the 
legal head of the Government, and it is 
feared that his adherents will join the 
revolution of the Liberals for revenge. 


COLON, Aug. 5.—A party of rebels Sat- 
urday night raided Matachin, takin away 
a quantity of powder and dynamite elong- 
ing to the railroad. The Government’s con- 
verted cruiser Namouna, with Gen. Alban 
on board, sailed tor Cartagena yesterday. 


CASTRO AND CALVIRAS 
ISSUE PROCLAMATIONS. 


Venezuelan President Proclaims Martial 
Law—lInsurgent Leader. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, July 31.— 
President Castro has issued a préclamation 
to the Venezuelans, in which he recites the 
invasion “ by an army of Colombians com- 
manded by the traitor Carlos Rangel Cal- 
viras,” tells of his reasons for announcing 
martial law, and asks the support of ail 
patriotic sons of Venezuela. 

The insurgent leader has also issued a 
proclamation, in which he gays: 

“Filled with energy, thrilled with indig- 
nation, and burning with the flame of true 
patriotism, I come to offer to America and 
to the world my cry of protest against the 
policy of intervention in all that relates to 
Venezuela and Colombia. It is necessary 
that the people of Ecuador, of Venezuela, 
and Colombia should undérstand that the 
object of the conspiracy is to take from 
them their existence as independent na- 
tions. What other meaning can be attribut- 
ed to the following words taken from the 


manifesto issued under yesterday's date at 
San Cristobal by Gen, Rafael Uribe-Uribe? 

‘It should be the supreme desire of the nations 
which formed Great Colombia (Venezuela, Co- 
lombia, and Ecuador,) to reconstitute that glo- 
rious and powerful nationality which the press- 
ing exigencies of the time render more neces- 
sary than ever. 

‘Is it not an act of madness to reconsti- 
tute the great republic only by force of 
arms, without the people having manifest- 
ed any desire for such a fundamental trans- 
formation? The Republican Party of Los 
Andes speaks through my mouth, and its 
noble ideas of expansion and fraternity 
have ined proselytes all over the coun- 
try. his is also the opinion of Venezue- 
lan Nationalists, of whom I have the honor 
to be temporarily the leader, the most dis- 
ciplined of our political parties, and firm- 
est in their doctrines, which they received 
from their illustrious Chief General, José 
Manuel Hernandez, and I do not think that 
I am mistaken in saying that on this sub-

SAYS VENEZUELA WANTS PEACE. 


So Thinks Senor Zumeta, Who Comes 
Here as Information Agent. 


Sefior Cesar Zumeta, who was Vene- 
zuelan Vice Consul in this city during the 
administration of President Ignacio An- 
dreda, arrived here yesterday on the steam- 
er Philadelphia from La Guayra, Sefior 
Zumeta does not anticipafe a war between 
Venezuela and Colombia. Venezuelans, he 
says, have suffered so much.from internal 
wars during- the past several years that 
they want peace. Neither an insurrection 


nor a war, he said, would find favor with 
the people. 

Sefior Zumeta returns here with an ap- 
pointment as ‘‘ Information Agent,”’ as he 
ealls it. That is, the Government of Vene- 
zuela, which has been trying to interest 
ree enterprise in the country, -has 
sent him here for the purpose.ef giving all 
information regardin Venezuela's re- 
ie the cost of labor, living expenses, 
and other matters. Sefior Zuemta will 
make his office at the consulate. 

Another passenger on the Philadelphia 
yeatercey was George E. Gage of this city. 

r. Gage, it is said, went to Caracas as 
the representative of some local bankers 
to arrange with the Government there for 
the refunding of its debt, which amounts 
to several million dollars. The deal was 
progressing favorably when the revolution 
broke off negotiations, temporarily at least.

[NO CHANGE LIKELY IN 


Catholics Wanted Entire Declaration 
Regarding Security of Protestant 


Succession Withdrawn. 

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Although no division 
was challenged at. the third reading of the 
King’s Declaration bill last evening in the 
House of Lords, it is generally believed 
that no further attempt will be made to 
pass it, either this session or the next. 

Lord Salisbury, referring to the statement 
of Catholic peers, said the Government now 
realized that the Catholics did not wish the 


offensive words of the original declaration 
to be withdrawn unless the Government 
at the same time withdrew the declaration 
regarding the security of the Protestant 
succession. The Government, said the Pre- 
mier, never had the slightest intention of 
withdrawing that. He regretted that the 
Catholics must be prepared to see the ‘decla- 
ration stand in its present form. 


The Roman Catholic peers who signed 
the petition for the revision of the King’s 
coronation oath were the following: 

Duke of Norfolk, Marquis of Ripon, Karls 
of Denbigh, Abingdon, Ashburnham, West- 
meath, Kenmare, and Gainsborough; Vis- 
counts Gormanston, Southwell, and Llan- 
daff; Barons Mowbray and_ Stourton, 
Braye, North, Petre, Arundell of Wardour, 
Dormer, Stafford, Clifford of Chudleigh, 
Herries, Trimlestown, Louth, Bellew, De 
Freyne, Howard of Glossop, Acton, Gerard, 
Morris and Killanin, Brampton, and 
O’Brien. 

Most of these are heads of very old 
houses, and among the most influential 
peers in the United Kingdom. 


FRANCO-TURKISH DISPUTE. 


Paris Temps Says the Breaking Off of 
Diplomatic Relations Is Being 


Considered. 

PARIS, Aug. 6.—The Foreign Office re- 
fuses either to confirm or deny advices 
from Constantinople saying that the French 
Ambassador there, M. Constans, has re- 
ferred to his Government the question 
whether a French company, known as the 
Quays Company, shall enjoy rights claimed 
under a convention, at the same time rec- 
ommending his own recall, and that the 


assports of the Turkish Ambassador at 

aris, Salih Munir Bey, be delivered to him. 

The Temps says there is reason to be- 
Neve that the Foreign Office is considering 
the recall of M. Constans and the handing 
of aga “yeh to the Turkish Ambassador. 

The épublique Francaise thinks that 
instead of breaking off diplomatic relations 
with Turkey, the Foreign Office will sus- 

end them by giving M. Constans unlimited 
eave of absence. 

An immediate decision is improbable, as 
M. Delcassé, the Foreign Minister, and 
other high Foreign Office officials, are 
absent on their holidays. 


A BRITISH LABOR DECISION. 


House of Lords Awards Damages to 
Employer Against Union Which 
Caused His Boycott. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—The House of Lords 
yesterday rendered an important judgment 
affecting trades unions. The case was 
brought up on appeal from the judgment of 
the Irish courts awarding a wholesale 
butcher damages against the Butchers’ 
Assistants’ Association. 

The association had brought pressure to 
bear on retailers to boycott the plaintiff 
until he dismissed a certain non-union em- 
ploye, threatening otherwise to call out the 
union employes of the firms concerned. 
Finally the association induced the non- 
unionist to leave the plaintiff's employ. 

The House of Lords dismissed the appeal, 
on the ground that the acts of wrongful 
and malicious conspiracy were not under- 
taken to advance the interests of the work- 
men themselves, but solely to injure the 
plaintiff. 


BRITISH NAVAL MANOEUVRES. 


Ended by Admiralty’s Orders — Result 
Bears Out Recent Criticism of 
the Authorities. 


LONDON, Aug. 6—The naval manoeu- 
vres were suddenly ended yesterday after- 
noon by orders from the Admiralty, and 
the enemy’s fleet was declared the victor. 

The final results have not yet been given 
out, but the defending fleet is known to 
have lost a dozen cruisers, two gunboats, 
and eight torpedo boat destroyers. The 
enemy lost only three cruisers, three tor- 


es boat destroyers, and three torpedo 
ats, while it captured a great number of 
merchantmen. : 

The result is regarded as practical con- 
firmation of the justness of the criticisms 
to which the Admiralty has recently been 
subjected. 


The 170 vessels which took part in the 
British naval manoéuvres were divided into 
two fleets—the ‘‘B” fleet and the “XxX” 
fleet. The former was the defending 
squadron and the latter supposed to be an 
enemy of Great Britain. ostilities proper 
began on July 28, but for a week previous 
to that the two fleets were engaged in 

ractice, and only destroyers and torpedo 

oats were allowed to coal after July 21 
except under conditions which were prac- 
tically prohibitive. 

The enemy’s fleet was commanded by 
Vice Admiral A. K. Wilson, and the defend- 
ing fleet by Rear Admiral Sir Gerard H. 
Noel. Both fleets were to be at sea at 
midnight, July 28—Fleet B in the North 
Sea and Fleet X to the west of Scotland. 
The object of each fleet was to obtain 
command of the English Channel and its 
approaches and St. George’s Channel.

Dismissed Officer Throttles Adjutant of 
Prince Nicholas of Greece, and 
Tries to Seize the Prince. 


ATHENS, Aug. 5.—While Prince Nicholas 
of Greece was at a dinner given in his 
honor at Kifissia, a fashionable resort near 
here, the Premier and many other notable 
persons being presnt, Prince Muruzi, an ex- 
cavalry Captain who was dismissed from 
the service for drunkenness, burst into the 
dining room and throttled Lieut. Palli, the 
Adjutant of Prince Nicholas, 

Prince Nicholas broke a stick over the 
head of Prince Muruzi, and the latter tried 
to seize Prince Nicholas. 

Finally the infuriated assailant was over- 
powered by the guests and borne away. 


ALLEGED AMERICAN ARRESTED. 


Charged with Having Fled from Co- 
logne Twenty-three Years Ago. 


BERLIN, Aug. 5.—A_ dispatch from 
Dantzic to the Lokal Anzeiger reports the 
arrest there of a man who gives his name 
as Baumann, and asserts that he is an 
American journalist from San Francisco, 
and that he was waiting to see the ma- 
noeuvres. : 

The arrest was made as the result of 
the alleged identification of Baumann as 
a merchant who fled from Cologne twenty- 
three years ago to avoid proceedings for 
fraudulent bankruptcy. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 5.—Inqutries to- 
night regarding the identity of the alleged 
San Francisco ournalist arrested at 
Dantsic elicited the information that no 
newspaper man named Baumann was 
Known to any of the editors on duty.

Upset in First Big Handicap on the 
Saratoga Track. 


GOLDSMITH WON FLASH STAKES 


‘Excellent Sport by First-Class Thor- 
oughbreds Marks Opening of Rac- 
ing Season at the Resort. 


Special to The New York Times. 


SARATOGA, Aug. 5.—A New York crowd 
that filled the little grand stand of the 
Saratoga race track as it has been filled 
few times in the history of the course. 
made an immense success of the. opening 
of the Summer race meeting here. In the 
new and compact field stand to which ad- 
mission is gained for one-quarter of the 
price of entrance to the grand stand, an- 
other large crowd, made up of Saratogans, 
watched the races and enjoyed to the ut- 
most the and prosperity that 
seemed assured for the Summer. 

The inauguration of the meeting and 
racing under the new régime was all that 
was anticipated, but there was the one 
drawback that the enthusiasm and exulta- 
tion over the result of the chief event of 
the opening day could not down. The 
Saratoga Handicap was confined practical- 
ly to the Saratoga part of the crowd, for 
Rockton, from S. Sanford & Sons’ Hurri- 
cana Farm, was the winner, .and Hurri- 
cana is regarded here as a local institution. 
For the racing crowd from New York 
Reckton’s victory was a severe blow, for 
he had not been considered as a factor in 
the race until he was forced into promi- 
nence by the support he received from the 
Saratoga contingent, when, indeed, he 
was backed into the place of third choice, 
and aided by a most wearisome delay at 
the post, all but romped in at the end. 

After making most of the winnings for 
the New York betting crowtl, who came to 


Saratoga full of enthusiasm over the ex- 
ploits at Brighton Beach of the handsome 
black colt Water Color and the Spring suc- 
cesses of The Parader, there was much that 
was surprising in the result, the surprise 
being intensified by the remarkable im- 
provement shown by Watercure, who ran a 
fair second and beat out the favorite 
Water Color at the end. Water Color 
proved himself an immense disappointment, 
for after looking to have the $10,000 stakes 
won at the head of the stretch, he died 
away in the fight, lame, and swerved so 
badly at the finish that he threatened to 
run over into the grand stand lawn, while 
She Parader simpiy was never a factor in 
the race. Imp made her first appearance 
in a race this season in this event, but 
at no time was she dangerous, though she 
showed a lot of speed. 

In the face of disappointments that were 
encountered by the visitors from New 
York, there was an abundance of en- 
thusiasm, and the feeling of the crowd 
and the uncommonly large patronage 
seemed to guarantee a remarkably suc- 
cessful meeting; arrivals drawn by the 
racing were coming in even on the trains 
that reached Saratoga just before the rac- 
ing began, and the stand, lawn, and bet- 
ting ring were most suggestive of a racing 
day on a New York track, when the crowd 
was all in. In the crowd were about all 
the men prominent in racing affairs of the 
metropolis, while the betting ring was a 
reproduction in miniature of the scenes of 
the great popular handicaps. The track 
was in the best possible condition, and 
straight through the card the racing was of 
a high order. 

In the chief event of the day, the ten- 
thousand-dollar Saratoga Handicap, at one 
mile and a quarter, all of the eleven horses 
named to run answered their call to the 
post, with Water Color and The Parader 
the two best backed. At the post the 
horses hung for a full three-quarters of an 
hour, the flag finally falling with All Gold 
off in front, Imp, Water Color, and Rock- 
ton the next closest up. and Bonnibert and 
The Parader trailing. To the first turn All 
Gold led, Rockton -then joining him, and 
with Water Color third and Imp fourth, 
trailing to the middle of the back stretch. 
where Rockton went to_the front followed 
by Watercure. All Gold hung on with the 
leaders and held his place to the turn into 
the stretch, when Rockton suddenly slipped 
to the front, with Watercure in hot pur- 
suit. Through the straight the race was 
‘between the two, Rockton drawing away 
steadily until Spencer on Water Color went 
tto the whip, when the black colt began to 
#werve out, and Rockton. then drawing 
away from the others, won handily by three 
Jengths. Water Color swerved so badly at 
the end that Watercure, a long-chance out- 
sider, got up and beat him out by three 
parts of a length for second place.

MOTOR CYCLES COLLIDE. 


Robert Walthour Loses to W. C. Stin- 
son by Accident in Madison 
Square Garden Race. 


A collision between his motor pacing ma- 
chine and one of his opponents, followed 
by the breaking down of his second ma- 
chine as soon as it was placed in service, 
ruined Robert Walthour’s chances of suc- 
cess in the third mile of his fifteen-mile 
motor-paced race with W. C. Stinson at 
the Madison Square Garden last night and 
gave Stinson a hollow victory. Walthour 
had ridden the first two miles in record 
time, had obtained a lead of over a lap, 
and seemed a certain winner when the 
first accident occurred. Had th8 second 
machine not broken down it is possible 
that he would have been able to regain all 
the ground he lost by the collision and 
still have won. In any event, it is certain 
that the race would have been a good one. 
But with both his pacing machines dis- 
abled and hopelessly behind Stinson, he had 
no other recourse than to withdraw from 
the race. 

The initial accident, which was the most 
sensational yet seen on the dangerous Gar- 
den track, was remarkable for the lucky 
escape from serious injury of the five per- 
sons who were in it. Walthour had been 
first to get his pace, and had led almost 
from the start. At the end of the first mile, 
which was made in 1:49 1-5, a new indoor 
record, Walthour led by about 5 yards, and 
at the end of the second mile he had passed 
Stinson and led by a little more than a lap. 
The time of the second mile, 3:21 2-5, was 
also a new indoor record, 11 seconds better 
that, the previous time of 3:32 2-5. 

Stinson was now losing ground rapidly 
on account of a broken pedal on his pace- 
making machine, which allowed only one of 
the riders to pedal instead of both, and his 
second motor pacing team was sent out to 
relieve the injured one. It was soon cir- 
cling the track at high speed, though not 
weeg 80 fast as Walthour’s. As Walithour 
and his pacing tandem passed the reliev- 
ing Stinson machine in the last lap of the 
third mile, at a point only a few yards 
short of the finish line, the two machines 
came together, the pedals locked, and the 
heavy motors, with their riders, crashed 
down the bank into a confused mass of 
revolving wheels and wildly tossing limbs, 

Walthour, who was following closely be- 
hind his pacemakers, threw himself from 
his wheel high up on the banked track 
and rolled like a ball for a dozen yards or 
more. He finally scrambled to his feet 
uninjured save for a few bruises and 
scratches, and, mounting another wheel, 
continued the race. The pacemakers, who 
had been unable to extricate themselves 
from the machines without assistance, 
were not so fortunate, as all were more 
or less severely injured, and Blanchard, 
the rear pacemaker on the Stinson tan- 
dem, received a cut on his head several 
inches in length. 

Walthour’s second motor-pacing machine 
was quickly brought and started around 
the track, but it had gone but a short dis- 
tance before the chain broke and disabled 
it, too. The plucky little Southern rider 
made an effort to continue without pace, 
but was forced to abandon it and retire 
after Vg | about a mile additional, and 
Stinson rode out the distance alone. His 
time for the fifteen miles was 27:37 2-5. 
The timers were so upset by the collision 
that they neglected to take the time of the 
third mile, in which it occurred. 

The match race was preceded by a novice 
Tace and two other amateur events which 
were noteworthy only for the large number 
of spills, seven of eleven starters going 
down in one heat of the mile handicap.

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THE EMPRESS FREDERICK. 

The life story of the elderly lady who 
yesterday died at Cronberg is calculated 
to dispel the illusion, if still entertained, 
that happiness is the portion of royalty. 
It is doubtful if many women of her time 
had a less satisfactory life than the Em- 
press FREDERICK. 

It is a long time ago that, as the first 
born of the reigning Queen, the Princess 
Royal occupied a unique place in the 
affections of the sentimental British peo- 
ple. Perhaps nothing made the royal 
family more popular than the artless and 
“ bourgeois "’ celebrations in the journals 
that Queen VicToria allowed to be pub- 
lished, to “ Vicky” and “ Bertie,” And 
the marriage of the Queen's first-born 
to the heir presumptive to the throne of 
Prussia was an event second only in in- 
terest to the subsequent marriage of the 
Prince of WaLes. It was also an event 
of 4 considerable national importance. 
When Prince ALBERT arrived in England 
to marry the Queen, THACKERAY tells us 
that the streets were filled with songs 
and pictures“ indicative of the absurdi- 
ty of Germany.” When his eldest daugh- 
ter was married to a more “ important 
German Prince than he had himself 
been, he had pretty well lived down that 
feeling. And the marriage was the occa- 
sion of a better popular feeling as well 
as a “dynastic alliance.” 

So far as is known, the marriage was a 
suitable one, but it could not have been 
quite happy for the reason that the 
Princess was distinctly unpopular with 
the Prussian people and could not over- 
come the strong prejudice with which 
she was regarded, a prejudice which 
led to coldness and sometimes to 
insult when the opportunity offered. 
The Princess was destined to elicit 
the same national jealousy in Ger- 
many which her father had provoked in 
England. Her husband was so modern 
and moderate and civilized sort of person 
that he was strongly suspected by the 
Prussian junkers of a design, when he 
should come to the throne, to Anglicize 
the Prussian Constitution. Doubtless, if 
he had succeeded to the throne in full 
health and strength the development of 
Germany would have taken different 
lines, and the inevitabfe transformation 
of it into a politically modern country 
would have been a peaceable evolution, 
instead of the explosive revolution by 
which alone, as it now appears, it can be 
accomplished. 

Moreover, the English marriage was 
believed to have introduced into the 
German royal family the hereditary dis- 
ease of scrofula, which represented the 
legacy to posterity of the four genera- 
tions of the Hanoverian dynasty. So 
bitter was the feeling on this account 
that Prussian hatred of everything Eng- 
lish expressed itself in every way in 
which opportunity was offered, This un- 
merited dislike caused the Bnglish Prin- 
cess great unhappiness and limited her 
usefulness in many ways. To the Ger- 
man Court she was an object of more or 
less suspicion at all times, and it was 
believed that her views on social and 
economic questions were dangerously 
radical and subversive of the ancient 
rights and privileges of the nobility. A 
clever and well-informed woman of the 
world, she rated the pretensions of the 
German Court dignitaries at what they 
were worth, and took so little pains to 
conciliate this class of hereditary func- 
tlonaries that they lost no opportunity 
to discredit her to the people. With the 
accession of her husband to the throne, 
her influence became large in proportion 
to the extent to which she had broadened 
the mind of the Emperor FREDERICK by 
ber association with him; but his brief 
reign disappointed her hopes of leaving 
the impress of her strong individuality 
and British sense upon the artificial life 
ef the German Court. Her interference 
fm matters deemed outside of her prov- 
inee as Crown Princess brought about an 
trreconcilable quarrel with the inflexible 
Bismarck, which lasted as long as the 
Iron Chancellor lived, That she had more 
ferce than tact was shown by her action 
fm dismissing the German physicians in 
@ttendance upon her husband, and com- 
mitting him to the care of Sir MorEeLi 
MACKENZIE, the famous English special- 
ist, who at least succeeded in prolonging 
the life of the Crown Prince beyond that 
of his venerable father and enabling him 
te succeed to the throne of Prussia and 
the high office of German Emperor. 

It is plain that the “ junkers” and ab- 
solutists, with Bismarck at their head, 
attributed the “ English ideas" of the 
Crown Prince largely to the influence of 
his wife. There is no evidence to that 
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effect of which we are aware. But, 
with or without evidence, the suspicion 
imbittered the old Emperor’s advis- 
ers against her. BISsMARCK’s  influ- 
ence was strong enough with the young 
Emperor when he, in turn, came to the 
throne, and was still under BISMARCK’s 
tutelage, especially in the matter of the 
publication of the Emperor FREDERICK’S 
papers, to betray the young man into 
what looked too much like acts of filial 
impiety against both his parents. 

With the death of her husband and the 
succession of her son WILLIAM, the Dow- 
ager Empress was set aside and practi- 
cally eliminated from the social and po- 
litical life of the capital. That she loved 
the Germans no better than they loved 
her is quite probable, and that she will 
be even kindly remembered or ever val- 
ued in German history as the capable, 
broad-minded woman she undoubtedly 
was, is scarcely to be expected. She did 
not fit her environment, and her causes 
of unhappiness were many and unaltera- 
ble. There is something touching and es- 
sentially human in her frequent repeti- 
tion during her last illness of the words 
of her late husband: “ Learn to suffer 
without complaining.” 


“BLUFFING” AND 


STRIKE. 

The principal grievance of the repre- 
sentatives of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion to which Mr. SHAFFER felt at liberty 
to give expression after the adjournment 
of the conference on Saturday last was 
the alleged effort of Mr. MorGAn to 
“bluff”? them. They are not the sort of 
men to be “ bluffed,” and to show that 
they are not it became necessary to de- 
prive an indeterminate number of thou- 
sands of men of their wages and to 
bring poverty and priyation to a great 
many homes now well supplied with the 
comforts and even the luxuries of life. 
Of course, this or any other sacrifice on 
the part of the steel workers was deemed 
not too great a price to pay to vindicate 
the dignity of the Amalgamated leaders 
who are smarting under the humiliation 
resulting from Mr. MoRGAN’s attempt 
to “ bluff” them. 

It would be interesting to know just 
how this condition of things was brought 
about. Mr. MorGAN is a discreet man, 
and much too loyal to the great cor- 
poration he has organized to go out of 
his way to insult the accredited repre- 
sentatives of a powerful labor organiza- 
tion who sought his services in a proper 
way for a proper object. We do not 
know what happened behind the closed 
doors of the room in which the confer- 
ence was held. It is fair to assume, how- 
ever, from the annoyance and irritation 
displayed by both sides after it was 
over, and Mr. SHAFFER’S ill-advised re- 
mark about “ bluffing,” that Mr. Mor- 
GAN had reason to express his views 
with some emphasis. It is not at al! 
improbable that the Amalgamated lead- 
ers, taking their opinions from the news- 
papers they read with greatest apprecia- 
tion, came to the meeting with the im- 
pression that the United States Steel 
Corporation is a stock-jobbing scheme, 
and that rather than have anything 
happen which would interfere with the 
unloading of its securities on a confiding 
public Mr. MorGan would demand, and 
indeed compel, any concessions required 
by the Amalgamated leaders as the price 
of peace and a resumption of work in 
the mills. It does not appear that Mr, 
MoRGAN intended or desired to take any 
part in the settlement of the strike. He 
is not an executive officer of the Steel 
Corporation, or of either of the con- 
stituent companies. To seek to fix upon 
him the responsibility of becoming the 
arbiter of the issue was an impertinence, 
excusable only on the score of ignorance 
as to his position and interests. It is 
quite possible that the plainness of his 
declaration to that effect constituted the 
“bluffing’’ complained of. They cer- 
tainly did all in their power to put them- 
selves in such a position toward Mr. 
MoRGAN as to invite a disagreeably plain 
statement of facts, quite at variance 
with their preconceptions. They may 
very well have thought that he was 
“bluffing” if he attempted to set them 
right on the subject of his relation to 
the so-called Steel Trust; but it was 
rather a thin pretext for a great strike, 
even supposing that Mr, MORGAN put up 
the most imposing “ bluff" of which he 
was capable. 

It remains to be seen to what extent 
the Amalgamated leaders are “ bluf- 
fing *’ in their expressed determination to 
tie up the whole steel industry of the 
United States. They are now supposed 
to be drawing their appeal to the work-~ 
men whose co-operation is necessary to 
make the demonstration formidable. It 
may assist those who are about to be 
called out in deciding whether they will 
cast their lot with the Amalgamated or 
with their employers, to remember that 
there is nothing noble or commendable 
in self-sacrifice for its own sake; and 
that when nothing good or useful is to 
be accomplished by it the man who sur- 
renders a tangible advantage for a more 
or less permanent disadvantage, which 
affects not merely himself, but in even 
larger degree his wife and children, is 
a fool and should ekpect no sympathy 
in his folly. To leap with Currius into 
the gulf is right and proper if thereby 
one may help to close it; but if it is not 
that kind of a gulf, or it cannot be closed 
by such means, the net result is that a 
man and a horse are wasted. 

It may also be profitable to rememher 
that Mr. SHAFFER does not expect to 
succeed in the struggle he is about to 
begin, He has said so, and might have 
made his language much stronger with- 
out exceeding the limits of truth, If 
he carries out his announced programme 
he will invite many thousands of men to 
join him in wholly useless sacrifices for 
no better purpose than to inflict the 
largest possible injury upon the Steel 
Corporation, They do not look to us 
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for advice, and to advise them would 
probably be a waste of space; but for 
the information of whom it may con- 
cern we venture the prediction that the 
most Mr. SHAFFER can accomplish will 
be to bring down the Amalgamated As- 
sociation about the heads of its mem- 
bers and allies as SAMson brought down 
the temple of Dagon upon himself and 
the Philistines. This may be a satis- 
factory occupation for him, but why he 
should have help from those with no 
grievance is not so clear. 


PIG IRON. 

The returns of the Americay Iron and 
Steel Association show that the produc- 
tion of pig iron in this country for the 
first half of the curreftt calendar year 
amounted to 7,642,569 tons, or at the rate 
of about 14,250,000 gross tons of 2,240 
pounds per annum. This product ex- 
ceeds that for the last six months of 
1900 by 1,494,896 gross tons. Notwith- 
standing the enormous output of the 
furnaces the stock of pig iron in makers’ 
hands on the Ist of July was only 874,129 
gross tons, or less than two weeks’ prod- 
uct, as a reserve. This is certaifily an 
extraordinary condition of trade activ- 
ity, especially in view of the fact that 
the reports from all the important iron 
trade centres agree in reporting pig iron 
as “ quiet.”’ 

Under the circumstances no forecast of 
the immediate future would be safe or 
useful. Thus far the strike epidemic has 
not unsettled confidence and condi- 
tions favorable to a continuance of the 
consumptive demand are recognized by 
the iron trade journals. This may change 
quickly and completely. It largely rests 
with organized labor to say whether the 
present conditions shall continue or ter- 
minate abruptly. 


OUR DEFENSES AT PEKING. 

It seems that we have come to a rather 
difficult question at Peking in the course 
of our policy of dissociating ourselves 
from whatever there was of bullying, or 
of vindictive killing, or of wanton out- 
rage in the procedures of the allies in 
China. 

The policy which we have clearly 
marked out and followed has been so 
heartily sustained by the American peo- 
ple that it would now be a waste of space 
and time to go on arguing in its favor. 
At the same time, we have to own that 
Peking is now, and threatens for some 
time to remain, in a disturbed condition, 
in which it would be highly imprudent, 
as in a civilized and peaceful country, to 
trust to the local Government for the 
safety of our legation, Granting that the 
Chinese Government, after the lesson it 
has had, is not likely to renew an attack 
upon any of the foreign legations or to 
connive at the renewal of such an at- 
tack, the Chinese Government has not 
yet retaken possession of Peking, even in 
name, much less in authority. If our le- 
gation is to be kept there it should be 
made proof against a sudden attack by 
a mob. On the other hand, it would be 
absurd to maintain a legation at all ina 
country in whieh it had to be prepared 
to resist a regular attack by the forces 
of the Government to which it is accred- 
ited. 

The question of guarding our legation 
is thus one of degree, and it may become 
a very nice question. By maintaining 
any legation guard at all, even a bat- 
talion, we admit that China is not in the 
position of a civilized country, nor Pe- 
king of a peaceful capital. And it is the 
commander of the legation guard who is 
responsible for the safety of the official 
and unofficial American residents, who 
protest that the defenses provided for 
our legation de not render it defensible 
by the force at his command, since it can 
be attacked on all four sides at once. To 
this military protest Mr. RockKHILL’s 
answer is that “it is not intended to 
maintain a fortress, but merely a wall 
for protection against unexpected mob 
violence.”’ 

That is to say, we insist upon treating 
the Chinese Government as much like a 
civilized Government as we safely can, 
and, upon considering the Chinese na- 
tional susceptibilities as much as we pru- 
dently can by refusing to erect a place so 
fortified that it shall look to the Chinese 
like either a threat or a defiance, That 
is in pursuance of the policy which we 
have laid down for ourselves, and which 
has won for us the gratitude of China- 
men who neither instigated nor approved 
the attacks upon the legations last year. 
But, as we evidently do not and can not 
treat China quite like a civilized nation 
with which we are at peace—or why any 
guard and any wall at all?—the question 
is, we repeat, one of degree. Doubtless 
Major RoBERTSON’s protest will be 
brought to the notice of his official su- 
periors and Mr. ROCKHILL’s answer to 
that of his. And there are no two men 
to whom could be more safely intrusted 
the determination of such a question 
than Mr. Root and Mr. Hay, the supe- 
riors in question, Whatever they agree 
upon in respect to the extent to which 
we may safely refrain from fortifying 
our legation will no doubt be sanctioned 
by the President and by the country, 


THE MISPLACED HOLLEY MEMORIAL. 

On a sjde-path in Washington Square, 
facing a vulgarly ornate frame cottage 
which has some purpose in connection 
with the administration of the park and 
the storage of lawn mowers, rakes, 
wheelbarrows, and the like, stands the 
beautiful memorial bust of ALEXANDER 
LYMAN HOLLEY, on a pedestal of unusual 
excellence. In a modest way it is one of 
the most charming and attractive of the 
monuments of New York. It was erect- 
ed shortly after Houuery's death, by the 
engineers of this country and Great Brit- 
ain, to perpetuate the memory of one of 
the best-loved representatives of that 
profession, whose greatest work was in 
connection with the development of the 
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steel industry with which his name is in- 
separably identified. The memorial is in 
every way worthy of the rare man whose 
memory it was designed to perpetuate, 
as a stimulus to the young engineers of 
succeeding generations to strive for the 
attainment of high ideals in professional 
life. 

Its location in Washington Square was 
an original mistake of the Park Commis- 
sioners, emphasized and made conspicu- 
ous by the changes which have since 
taken place in the park and its environ- 
ment. To those who see it without a 
special search to locate it, this beautiful 
memorial is absolutely without interest 
or significance, It is not well cared for, 
The pedestal is marred and begrimed, 
and it gives every evidence of neglect. 
The eyes, ears, and corners of the mouth 
are occupied by the white cocoons of the 
caterpillars from the surrounding trees, 
giving it a grotesque appearance calcu- 
lated to excite the passer-by to laughter. 
But even if properly cared for it is with- 
out meaning or significance where it is. 
The bronze contortionist, labeled Gari- 
baldi, on the east of the driveway 
through the park, means something to 
the habitual frequenters of that pleasure 
ground and is appropriately placed. The 
beautiful Holley Memorial, on the other 
hand, suggests an orchid in a kitchen 
garden. 

We advise that steps be taken to cor- 
rect the mistake of its location. The 
Park Commissioners in office at the time 
its position was assigned put it in as in- 
conspicuous a position as possible, for 
the reason that they had no idea who 
HOLLEY was and knew only that he had 
had no ostensible identification with 
Tammany. The perfunctory attestation 
of its artistic merit having been secured 
from the board which passes on such 
matters, it only remained to find a place 
for it which was barren of adornment of 
any kind. The proper place for the Hol- 
ley Memorial is in the grounds of Colum- 
bia University, perhaps in front of the 
beautiful library building, where it would 
in the highest degree serve the purpose 
of its creation and be appreciated for 
what itis. Permanence can be better as- 
sured if it is committed to the care of 
the Trustees of a great educational foun- 
dation than if left to the tender mercies 
of those chosen by successive political 
administrations of the city to manage 
the parks. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Whoever remembers the recent denun- 
clations of the National Guard by rep- 
resentatives of organized labor will be sur- 
prised to see that the announced objects 
for which the members of the Amalga- 
mated Association in Wheeling, West Va., 
say they are going to form an independent 
military company are exactly those for 
which “the ‘existing State forces have al- 
ways been used, and the only ones for 
which they ever can be used. It is declared 
in the resolution providing for the creation 
of the company that the interests of the 
men in it are the same as those of their 
employers, and the officers are empowered 
to act only in self-defense or to protect prop- 
erty endangered by mobs. It is also stated 
that this independent company, being con- 
stantly on the ground, can be called into 
service more promptly than the State 
troops, and thus will often be able to pre- 
vent destruction instead of merely punish- 
ing the destroyers after their work is done. 
There is nothing alarming on the surface 
of this programme—except the obvious fact 
that, means being already provided for at- 
taining, the ends set forth, the real purpose 
in mind must be quite different from that 
proclaimed. That such is the case can be, 
and probably will be, deduced by most ob- 
servers. 


Bearing directly upon the credibility of 
the talk of which so much has been heard 
of late about the immediate establishment 
of a fast passenger service between Eng- 
land and the lower St. Lawrence is the 
fact that two of the big British companies 
that have been insuring vessels bound for 
the river ports have announced the inten- 
tion of doing so no more, the companies 
declaring that, despite the high rates hith- 
erto charged on this business, it has been 
found unprofitable. The promulgation of 
the news of this action caused a sensation 
in the shipping circles of Montreal and 
Quebec, where its significance was thor- 
oughly wWnderstood. The Dominion Govern- 
ment has been officially notified of the in- 
cident, and it is stated that the shipping 
men hope the decision of the English in- 
surance companies will impel the authori- 
ties to greater efforts to make the route 
through the St. Lawrence estuary safer by 
providing up-to-date signal appliances to 
assist mariners in avoiding its dangers. Of 
course, something might be done in this 
direction, but it is much more than doubt- 
ful if any practicable system would over- 
come the perils of a region where frequent 
storms, with dense fogs and erratic cur- 
rents, beat upon the cruelest of coasts. The 
Atlantic is narrow up there, but it is a long 
distance through Cape Race, or any of the 
cliffg in its vicinity, as six big steamships 
have demonstrated within the past few 
months—so long that they will never have 
time to go anywhere else, It is pleasant for 
the Canadians to\dream of attracting the 
transatlantic passenger trade by promises 
of four or five day passages with existing 
vessels not of the fastest and therefore 
most expensive class, but circumstances 
are against the realization of their hopes. 
The scheme figures out all right on the 
map; it is only on the water that its weak 
points manifest themselves. Then people 
chose the longer route. If the insurance 
companies are afraid, certainly the rest of 
us have a right to be timid without blush- 
ing. New York and Boston will remain the 
favorite American ports of exit and en- 
trance for some time to come, even wit 
those travelers whose dread of naupathia 
is most intense. 


-——One of our correspondents, applying to 
the whole of Venezuela and Colombia the 
phrase which Bo.Livar applied to a part of 
one of those countries, says that the region 
isa paradise inhabited by devils. This he 
does because of the tendency toward politi- 
cal revolutions at frequent intervals and on 
every and any excuse which is shown by 
the residents of that part of the world—a 
tendency most annoying and expensive for 
the less impulsive folks who try to do busi- 
ness there. Our correspondent’s character- 
ization is extremely harsh, and it is prob- 
ably no less inaccurate. The South Amer- 
icans are not devils, any more than South 
America is paradise. When they come up 
here they seem to be much like other peo- 
ple, and behave themselves with due pro- 
priety in a large majority of cases. Such 
of them as become American citizens en- 
dure political Wefeat with as much equanim- 
ity as the rest of us, and if they resent 
the outcome of an election they say little 
or nothing about it. Even where most nu- 
merous, however, they form so minute a 
fraction in any American community that 
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they have no real voice in public affairs 
and are in effect the subjects of a Govern- 
ment upon which they have no influence. 
That they behave so differently at home 
does not prove that they are devils, but 
simply that they have not yet developed 
a full capacity for self-government on the 
lines which, on throwing off the Spanish 
yoke, they too hastily borrowed from their 
Northern neighbors. With the forms of de- 
mocracy, they have the instincts of older 
systems of domination by and submission 
to a power approaching the arbitrary and 
despotic. The Spanish-Americans do more 
than fairly well, when, as in fortunate 
Mexico, a really great man takes them in 
hand, and, under the title of President, 
plays the part of a wise King until circum- 
stances permit him to be what he pretends 
to be. Somehow or other, Venezuela and 
Colombia will get through their present 
period of formation and growth, and, mean- 
while, contrary to the advice of our corre- 
spondent, it will be well for other nations 
to leave them to their own devices as much 
as possible. 


——Corporation Counsel WHALEN’s de- 
cision that city employés are to get pay 
for the time when they are absent from 
their posts only in case they are excused 
from duty by the heads of their depart- 
ments strikes the anti-Tammany men in 
the Central Federated Union as a device 
to put more power in the hands of the big 
politicians and to enable the latter to favor 
subordinates politically useful at the ex- 
pense of honest workers or political op- 
ponents. Well, it does look a little that 
way, though how it hurts the honest work- 
ers is not quite apparent. The honest 
workers will not expect pay for services 
not rendered, and as for those who would 
like to get the favors that are likely, un- 
der the Corporation Counsel's ruling, to 
be limited to the favorites of Tammany 
not much sympathy will be wasted by the 
public on their grievance.

|COUNT OF CITY EMPLOYE 


The Controller Requests Informa- 
tion from Heads of Departments. 


He Wants to Know the Salaries Paid 
and Where Increases Have Been 
Made~by Them. 


Controller Coler has decided that it is 
time that he should know just how many 
persons aie in the employ of the city, the 
Saluries paid, and where there have been 
incrcases. 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment the Controller 
pointed out that no city official could ac- 
curately state the number of employes or 
the amount paid in salaries. He therefore 
secured the adeptiorn of a long preamble 
and awresolution which, among other things, 
declares: 


Resolved, That the Controller request the 
heads of departments, bureaus, offices, boards, 
and commissions of the City of New York and 
of the Counties of New York, Kings, Queens, 
and Richmond, and the officers of institutions 
entitled by law to receive money from the City 
Treasury, or to incur expenditures payable there- 
from, to send their estimates of expénditure for 
the year 1902, in conformity with the foregoing 
provisions of law, in triplicate: One copy to the 
Mayor as Chairman of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, one copy to the Controller, 
and one copy to the Municipal Assembly, on or 
before Sept. 3, 1901. 

As a result of the adoption of the resolu- 
tion, Mr. Coler has sent to every official in 
the city having subordinates under his con- 
trol a circular letter, which reads in part 
as follows: 


The departmental estimate should state specif- 
ically the objects and purposes of all the appro- 
priations required to pay the expenses of con- 
ducting the public business of your department 
in and for the year 1902. The amount required 
should be specified for each item of expense, 
including the salaries paid all officers, clerks, 
and subordinates employed, according to the last 
pay roll of the department, giving the names 


and official titles of the several persons receiv- 
ing such salaries. 

In a parallel column there should be stated in 
corresponding detail the amounts of each of such 
salaries proposed to be paid during the ensuing 
year, so that positions to be abolished, new posi- 
tions, increases, and decreases’ of salaries will 
plainly appear. 

Full explanations should accompany the esti- 
mates, stating the reasons for any increase or 
decrease in the amounts, as compared with the 
appropriations made for 1901, with references to 
the provisions of law authorizing the amounts 
of salaries and appropriations of specific sums 
for special objects and purposes, where such spe- 
cial provisions exist. 

A separate comparative statement, in tabular 
form, showing in one column the amounts of all 
appropriations made to your department for the 
year 1901 for different objects and purposes, 
with additions and deductions therefrom for any 
transfers which may have been made from one 
appropriation to another, and showing, in an- 
other column, the amounts of appropriations 
asked for in your departmental estimate for the 
year 1902, is required to be appended to the de- 
partmental estimate. 

You are requested also to state the. amount 
which may probably remain unexpended of any 
appropriations for 1901 at the end of the year. 

Every item of expense not absolutely necessary 
for conducting the public business should be ex- 
cluded, and every item included in the estimates 
should be reduced to the lowest amount of ex- 
penditure consistent with efficient service, in 
order to secure the utmost economy in the ad- 
ministration of city affairs and make the bur- 
den of taxation as light as possible. 

Your attention is directed to the date latest 
fixed for departmental estimates to be sent to 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, Sept. 
8, 1901. The board has been much embarrassed 
in past years by the failure of certain depart- 
ments and officers to furnish their estimates in 
time to have them printed. It is requested, 
therefore, that you send in your estimate 
promptly. 

An attaché of the Finance Department 
said yesterday that if the request of the 
Controller was not fully complied with, the 
bureau or department where the neglect 
occurs will get no appropriation for 1902. 

Politicians who have seen the Controller’s 
letter express the opinion that information 
gathered in the replies will furnish good 
material for a campaign document. 


SCHOOL BOARD POSITIONS. 


Those Created by Amended Charter 
Cannot Be Filled Just Now. 


Corporation Counsel John Whalen has in- 
formed the members of the Board of Edu- 
cation that they cannot fill the new posi- 
tions created under the amended charter, 
which goes into effect on Jan. 1, 1902. That 
duty will devolve on their successors. 

Under the amended charter the members 
of the Board of Education to be appointed 
on the third Monday in January next shall 
succeed on the first Monday in February 
to all the powers held by the present Board 
of Education and School Boards, The pres- 


ent system is to continue in effect from 
Jan. if 1902, till the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary of the same year. This will give the 
present incumbents one month’s service un- 
der the new charter, and the hope, enter- 
tained by many Tammany people, that 
some flaw might be discovered in the new 
law has been dissipated.

MR. CARNEGIE TO GIVE. . 
LIBRARY TO PORTO RICO. 


San Juan Council Appropriates $6,000 
Yearly for Maintenance—To Erect 
a $100,000 Building. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, July 30.—Nego- 
tiations are under way between Andrew 
Carnegie and Education Commissioner 
Martin G. Brumbaugh, who, in this matter, 
represents the people of Porto Rico, which 
will give San Juan and all of Porto Rico 
a Carnegie library. The San Juan Council 
met to-day and decided to appropriate 
$6,000 yearly as a maintenance fund for 
the library. Mr. Carnegie’s private secre- 
tary, James Bertram, wrote that it was 
Mr. Carnegie’s custom to give ten times the 
amount of the maintenance fund. However, 
Mr. Brumbaugh hopes to so present the 
claims and needs of Porto Rico that Mr, 
Carnegie may be induced to give $150,000. 

The idea is to combine a public library 
for San Juan and also have a distributing 
library for other parts of the island. [t 
is proposed to erect a one-hundred-thou- 
sand-dollar building on the Plaza Colon, 
which overlooks the harbor. Here is sit- 
uated the statue of Christopher Columbus, 
and overlooking all is the historic fortress 
of San Cristobal. The building will have a 
lecture auditorium on the second floor, 


while the library proper will be situated on 
the first floor. 


ANOTHER FILIPINO MANIFESTO. 


Malvar, Looked Upon as Aguinaldo’s 
Successor, Teils Natives Fighting 


Will Go On Indefinitely. 

MANILA, Aug. 5.—Miguel Malvar, who 
has been recognized as the successor of 
Aguinaldo by the Filipino Junta at Hong- 
kong, has issued a proclamation, dated 
July 16, copies of which arrived here this 
morning, giving assurances to the natives 
of the continuation of an active campaign, 
and expressing hope for its successful 
issue, 

The proclamation, of which 50,000 copies 
have been printed, purports to emanate 
from Batangas. It is a characteristic in- 
surgent document, charging the Americans 
with all manner of atrocities. It recounts 
the losses of guns and ammunition and 
the death of four distinguished American 
officers July 10, all of which, it says, the 
authorities concealed. The proclamation 
threatens Gen. Cailles with death for 
treachery, and warns all Filipinos who sur- 
render that they will never be able to 
live outside the American lines. Malvar 
claims he has sufficient arms and supplieg 
to_continue the fighting indefinitely. 

The American officials believe the proc- 
lamation was really written by Agonelillo, 
the former representative of Aguinaldo in 
Europe, at Hongkong, and that he, proba- 
bly, has never seen Malvar. Strong efforts 
are being made by the police to prevent the 
distribution of the proclamation. 


SOLDIER’S SENTENCE COMMUTED. 


President Saves Major Eltonhead from 
Dismissal from the Army. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—President Mc- 
Kinley has commuted the court-martial 
sentence of dismissal from the army of 
Major Francis E. Eltonhead, Fourteenth 
Infantry, to placing that officer at the foot 
of the list of Majors of Infantry, there to 
remain for a period of five years. Major 
Eltonhead was tried on a charge of being 
drunk on duty and of misbehaving himself 
at the Army and Navy Club in Manila, and 


of using profane and abusive language to 
Lieut. William H. Mullay, Twenty-first In- 
fantry. 

The court which tried Major Eltonhead 
sentenced him to be dismissed, but the 
President says that in view of his military 
record, his good conduct in the engage- 
ments before Santiago, Cuba, and opera- 
tions in the Philippine Islands, together 
with the recommendation of clemency by 
the members of the court, the sentence of 
dismissal is commuted. Major Eltonhead is 
a graduate of West Point, having been ap- 
pointed from Pennsylvania in 1871. 


SAYS CHINESE MAY NOT LAND. 


Treasury Will Not Allow Crews to Un 


load Vessels at San Francisco. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Assistant See 
retary of the Treasury Taylor to-day re 
ceived telegrams from shipowners and mas- 
ters of vessels lately arrived in San Frane 
cisco stating that, owing to the strike thera, 
they are unable to unload their vessels, and 
asking that Chinamen employed on the 
ships be permitted to unload the vessels, 
the masters and owners guaranteeing to 
the Government that they would not be 
permitted to go beyond the wharves and te 
prevent their escape. 

Seeretary Taylor has replied holding that 
this would be a violation of the Chinesé 
Exclusion act, and refusing to allow the 
Chinamen to go upon the docks. 


Awards for More Naval Officers. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—There is to be 
@ supplemental report by the Board of 
Awards appointed by Secretary Long to 
consider and report upon the recommenda- 
tions made by commanding officers relative 
to rewards to officers under them durin 
the Spanish war. It was found whe 
the first list was made up that a numbe 
of officers deserving of consideration ha 
been overlooked in the early reports upon 
which the board acted, and from time to 


time the attention of the department has 
been called to these omissions. 


SANDY HOOK PASSES CALLED IN, 


Greater Care to be Taken to Keep 
Strangers Outside the Fortifications. 
SANDY HOOK, N. J., Aug. 5.—The Ord- 

nance Department has called in all the 

passes not signed by Capt. Edwin B. Bab- 
bitt, and hereafter none but those bearing 
his signature will be recognized by the sen- 
tries or by the men on the permanent 


trains which run between Sandy Hook and 
Highland Beach.

EMPRESS FREDERICK DEAD 


Mother of Emperor William Expires 
at Friedrichshof. 


THE KAISER AT THE BEDSIDE 


Her Majesty’s Other Children, Except 
Prince Henry, Also Present—King 
Edward Going to Germany. 


CRONBERG, Aug. 5.—The Dowager Em- 
press Frederick died at 6:15 o'clock this 
evening. The end was unexpectedly sud- 
den. At 4 o'clock the physicians had re- 
ported no change in the patient’s condition. 

Emperor William, with her Majesty’s 
other children, except Prince Henry, were 
in the sickroom most of the day. Empress 
Augusta Victoria was also present. The 
Emperor arrived at Homburg at 3:15 
o’clock in the morning, and drove to Hom- 
burg Castle. Thence, accompanied by the 
Empress and Crown Prince Frederick Will- 
fam, he proceeded to Schloss Friedrichshof, 
which he reached soon after 5 o’clock. 

Some time before the end came Dr. Wal- 
ler, the English chaplain at Homburg, was 
summoned to the bedside of the dying 
Dowager Empress, by her special desire. 
The members of the family were at the 
bedside when the Empress passed quietly 
away. Profs. Renvers and Spielhagen were 
also in the room. 

It is said that the immediate cause of 
death was dropsy accompanying the can- 
cer. The remarkable vitality of the Dow- 
ager Empress astonished her physicians. 
She retained consciousness to the end. 

The flag on the castle was half-masted 
immediately after the Dowager Empress’s 
death. At 8 o’clock in the evening Em- 
peror William conducted the members of 
Empress Frederick’s household into the 
death chamber, and led them, one by one, 
past the bedside, to take a last farewell of 
their mistress. 

Closely following the announcement of 
the death from the castle the church bells 
were tolled and the flags in the town half- 
masted. Visitors to the castle began in- 
ascribing their names in a book placed for 
the purpose in the hall. 

The castle grounds are now surrounded 


by soldiers and patrolled by hussars and 
mounted police. t 

Soon after nightfall Emperor William, ac- 
companied by the Empress and the Crown 
Prince, drove back to Homburg. Whether 
the body will lie in state has not yet been 
determined. 

The Dowager Empress knew that her 
days were few. She had said farewell to 
most of her servants, asking their wishes 
when she should be gone. It is under- 
stood that she arranged for the future of 
nearly every one of them. 

There was much reluctance in summoning 
King Edward, as it was not desired that 
he should have a long wait. 


BERLIN, Aug. 5.—The announcement of 
the death of Dowager Empress Frederick 
was published here too late for comment in 
most of the evening papers. 

The Freisinnige Zeitung recalls the Em- 

ress’s heroic bearing during her husband's 
ast days, ‘‘ when she silently endured the 
heartless allusions of the Chauvinistic Ger- 
man press."’ This journal also praises her 
* dignified self-effacement ” since the death 
of Emperor Frederick. 

The Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, in 
@ special edition announcing the death of 
the Dowager Empress, says: 

“Emperor Willfam was scarcely prepared 
for su a sudden termination of the ill- 
ness.’ 

In the course of a eulogy of the Dowager 
Empress’s domestic virtues, mental attain- 
ments, and solicitude for the public wel- 
fare, the same paper says: 

“The most brilliant earthly fortune and 
the most profound human suffering were 
alike not unknown to her. In the great- 
mess of soul with which she bore an in- 
curable malady she showed herself a true 
companion of the German hero who, by his 
sufferings and his deeds, will ever remain 
Gear to the hearts of our people. By his 
side she now sleeps, and her name will 

ndure among the names of the great 

incesses who have adorned the throne of 
the Hohenzollerns.”’ 

Soon after the announcement of Empress 
Frederick’s death was made the flags on 
all the public buildings in Berlin were half- 
masted. 

It is taken for granted that the burial 
will be at Friedenskirche, Potsdam, where 
Emperor Frederick is buried, but the date 
of the function is not yet known publicly. 

It is asserted that the Dowager Empress 
long ago adopted her husband’s motto, 
“Learn to suffer without complaining.” 
She recently ordered that the public should 
be excluded from the grounds of Fried- 
richshof, saying: 

“The world shall not learn what I am 
suffering. I will not be pitied in my mis- 
fortune.

The bells of St. Paul’s Cathedral will be 
tolled when the Home Secretary, Mr. 
Ritchie, officially informs the Lord Mayor 
of the death of the Dowager Empress. 

At a late hour last night King Edward 
intimated a desire that the Cowes regatta 
programme should be proceeded with, thus 
following the precedent set by Queen Vic- 
toria at the time of the death of the Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg.

One effect of the death of Dowager Em- 
iby Frederick will be to throw most of 
he EHuroptan Courts into mourning just as 
the mouning for Queen Victoria is ended.

The Dowager Empress was one of the 
richest royalties in Europe, being worth 
several million dollars.

LONDON PAPERS’ EULOGIES.

‘facing such sentiment the young Princess 
determined to win the German people in 
spite of Bismarck’s hatred. Speaking their 
language perfectly was an entéring wedge 
she used to advantage. Resolutely she set 
at work to convert herself into a German in 
thought, habit, and sympathy, so that 
she might be a _ “fitting consort 


the future Emperor of Germany and 
King of Prussia. Her fight to  in- 

ratiate herself into the good-will of the 
zerman people did not meet with the suc- 
cess she hoped for. The Court and its in- 
fluences, led by the then all-powerful Bis- 
marck, were all against her and her hus- 
band as well. Then she applied herself to 
music, painting, sculpture, the acquirement 
of linguistic skill, and perfection in the 
gentle arts, to the end that she might be a 
model as a woman, as well as a wife and 
mother, for her future subjects. She identi- 
fied herself with charitable enterprises and 
with educational and sogiological matters, 
and in this way at length won the friend- 
ship of the better class of the German peo- 
ple. But the enmity of the Court she 
could not conquer. 

At the outbreak of the Franco-German 
war she devoted herself to the work of 
caring for the sick and wounded in the 
army, following her husband in the field. 
Even then that husband, to whom she was 
a devoted wife, was stricken with the dis- 
ease which proved fatal three months after 
he had succeeded his father on the throne. 
She had knowledge of the fact which he, 
his father, and the entire Court tried to 
keep from the world at large. This tended 
to make her sympathies for the suffering 
soldiers of the army more keen peron 
At all events she called to her aid Mlle. 
Lees, one of Florence Nightingale’s staff 
of advisers, and established a model hos- 
pital at Homburg and others in the field. 
This work, added to the number of her 
friends. 

After the ascension of her husband to 
the throne of Germany, in spite of his fatal 
illness, she began her campaign against 
Bismarck, which did not end until his com- 
plete overthrow, on the accession of her 
son, the presen’ Kaiser, to the throne. Here 
apparently ended her schemes of seenee. 
As an Empress her career was brief, for 
Frederick III. died three months after be- 
coming Germany's sovereign, on June 15, 
SSS. 

Since that time Empress Frederick’s life 
had been filled with sorrow, but devoted to 
works of charity. Germany rose against 
her as Dowager Empress owing to the fact 
that her own son had become estranged 
from her. Berlin was distasteful to her, 
and most of her time was passed in 
her chalet at Kronberg, in Prussia, where 
she was at the time of the death of her 
mother, Queen Victoria, suffering from the 
cancerous troubles that developed a year 
or more ago. Patiently she waited for the 
time to come when, Court intrigues over- 
thrown and her motherly love appreciated, 
the Kaiser would show to her the affection 
a son should show his mother. 

This came after a period of five years’ 
waiting, the Kaiser wy. discovered that 
there was no reason for his spectal griev- 
ance against his mother, which was the 
selection of Augusta Victoria, daughter of 
Duke Frederick of Schleswig-Holstein, as 
his wife, His eyes were also opened to the 
fact that she was not plotting with England 
for his overthrow, as the enemies of the 
Empress Frederick had charged. The 
Kaiser found in his own mother one of his 
best advisers, and since his eyes were 
opened to the fact their relations had 
been more cordial—more like those of moth- 
er and son, than ever before in the life of 
the ‘“‘ War Lord.” 

After the death of Frederick William ITI. 
the Empress devoted herself to philan- 
thropic and educational works, particularly 
for women. This her private fortune, aug- 
mented by her allowance as Empress Dow- 
ager, which she secured in spite of Bis- 
marck, and the millions left her by the 
Genoese Duchess Galliera, enabled her to 
do extensively. Incidentally, too, it is said 
this fortune enabled her to help win back 
the love of her son, as her purse was ever 
open to the young Kaiser.

Canon Bird and Mrs. Bird, 
one of the Bishop’s daughters, and Arch- 
deacon Bryan are at the house of mourn- 
ing. The Bishop's other daughter, Mrs. 
Frederick Wesson, is now in Germany. A 
cable dispatch was sent to Mrs. Wesson on 
Sunday informing her of her father’s death, 
Arrangements for the funeral, which will 
take place in the Cathedral of the Incarna- 
tion at 11 o’clock Wednesday morning, are 
about completed. Bishop Potter of New 
York, Bishop Worthington of Nebraska, 
Bishop Brewster of Connecticut, and Bishop 
Walker of Buffalo will conduct the service. 
The clergy of the Episcopal Diocese of 
Leng Island will be present in full vest- 
ments. The cathedral choir, with Walter 
Mcliroy as soloist, will render an im- 

pressive musical programme. 

It is expected that the services will be 
attended by about 150 priests and Deacons 
connected with the parishes and institu- 
tions in the diocese.

The New Jersey State Reformatory at 
Rahway was formally opened yesterday, 
though the buildings are still in an unfin- 
ished state.

Louis T. Hoyt, one of the oldest mem- 
bers of the New York Stock Exchange, 
died last Friday at Bad Nauheim, Ger- 
many.

In 1894 he married 
Mrs. Pell, sister of Mrs. Shipley Jones, 
who survives him. 


Jesse Haney. 

Jesse Haney, one of New York's old-time 
publishers and owner of one of the earliest 
comic papers published here, died at his 
home, 1,238 Third Avenue, yesterday. Born 
in Germantown, Philadelphia, in 1820, Mr.

De Wet kept the prisoners near him, and 
one morning, as the Boers were breaking- 
camp in expectation of a British attack, the 
three envoys were told to remain with a 
cart until the mules belonging to it arrived. 
They did so, and in a short time Com- 
mandant Froneman appearea and asked 
why the envoys had not harnessed up their 
mules. He then sjamboked Morgendael on 
the head and face. De Wet, coming up 
while the beating was going on., exclaimed: 
*“Why don’t you shoot him? ”’ 

It is said that Froneman then fired at 
Morgendael, who died soon afterward from 
the wound. 

Miiller was the only envoy to escape with 
his life.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


Yesterday’s security market was en- 
tirely dominated by the disappointment 
felt at the failure to settle the steel 
strike and the fear that a serious rup- 
ture occurred between the contestants 
at the conference held last Saturday. 
The shares of the Steel Corporation were 
naturally the centre of interest at the 
opening—both common and preferred de- 
clining about 3 points with a rush. At 
around 40 for the common and 90 for the 
preferred heavy supporting orders were 
encountered, which brought about a fair 
rally. This, however, did not last, and 
both issues closed around bottom—sales 
of over 125,000 shares of the common re- 
sulting in a net decline of 3% points and 
of over 65,000 shares of the’ preferred in 
a decline of 3 points. The threat issued 
by the leaders of the strike to close all 
the mills of the corporation was not car- 
ried out, but it was stated at strike head- 
quarters that such action would be at- 
tempted within a week. Public senti- 
ment continues almost unanimous on the 
side of the steel company, the feeling be- 
ing that it is better to fight out the 
questions involved now rather than to 
offer further concessions. Of course this 
will not prevent timid speculative hold- 
ers from parting with their shares, nor 
will it curb the ardor of short sellers, 
but it will powerfully tend to keep in- 
vestment holdings intact. 

The industrial department generally 
showed considerable weakness, particu- 
larly Sugar Trust, which on sales of over 
36,000 shares declined 5% points. Rumor 
had it that a small pool was liquidating 
its holdings of this stock. Amalgamated 
Copper declined 2%, points on sales of 
nearly 13,000 shares. Other industrial 
declines were: American Car and Found- 
ry, 1%; Anaconda, 144; General Electric, 
2; Tennessee Coal and Iron, 2%; United 
States Leather common, 1; United States 
Leather preferred, 2; Western Union, 1. 
No special reasons were given for the 
declines in any of the issues. 

The railroad list sympathized to the 
fullest extent with the depressing indus- 
trial situation. Western houses were 
heavy sellers of the Grangers and Pacif- 
ic stocks. Over 20,000 shares of St. Paul 
changed hands at a net decline of 34% 
points, 52;000 shares of Atchison were 
sold with a net decline of 2%, and nearly 
67,000 shares of Union Pacific with a net 
decline of 344. These three stocks seemed 
to be the special objects of attack. In 
the case of Union Pacific gossip ran on 
the Directors’ meeting to be held next 
Thursday, with free prediction that there 
would be no increase in the dividend rate. 
Other railroad stocks suffering serious 
net declines were: Atchison preferred, 
1%; Baltimore and Ohio, 24%; Canada 
Southern, 144; Canadian Pacific, 1; Ches- 
apeake and Ohio, Chicago and Alton, 
and Chicago and Eastern Illinois, 114 
each; Chicago Great Western, 144; Rock 
Island, 1; Delaware and Hudson, 2%; 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 
1%; Denver preferred, 244; Erie, 2; Erie 
first preferred, 1%; Illinois Central, 444; 
Louisville and Nashville, 144; Missouri 
Pacific, 144; ‘“‘ Nickel Plate,’ 1%; Ontario 
and Western, 1%; Norfolk and Western, 
214; Pennsylvania, 2; Reading common, 
2; Reading first preferred, 13%; Reading 
second preferred, 1%; Southern Pacific, 
2%; Southern Railway, 1; St. Louis and 
San Francisco, 2%; Texas and Pacific, 
1%; Wabash common, 1%, and Wabash 
preferred, 214.

EFFECT OF NEW CURRENCY LAW 


Since Its Passage 665 National Banks 
Have Been Organized — Middle 
States Lead in Number. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—Mr. Dawes, the 
Controller of the Currency, has issued the 
following statement regarding the results 
of the passage of the act of March 4, 1900: 

“The impetus given to the organization 
of National banks by the act, which became 
a law on March 14, 1900, still continues. 

“ During the sixteen and a half months 
since the passage of the act there have 
been organized in the United States 665 
National banking associations, with an ag- 
gregate capital of $34,267,000, accompanied 
by a bond deposit aggregating $10,006,200. 
Of these banks 457 were organized with a 
capital of less than $50,000, the total 
amounting to $11,882,000, and 208 with a 
capital of $50,000 or over, the aggregate 
amounting to $22,385,000. Included in the 
total number of organizations are 92 banks 
with capital of $5,920,000, which were con- 
versions of State institutions, 68 of which 


were capitalized for less than $50,000 and 
25 for $50,000 or over. 

‘““VieWed from a geographical standpoint, 
the Middle States lead in the total number 
of organizations—namely, 214, of which 154 
were with a capital of less than $50,000, 
and 60 with a capital of $50,000 or more. 
The aggregate capital stock of the banks 
organized in this section was $11,580,000. 
In the Southern States 159 banks were or- 
ganized, with an aggregate capital of 
$8,453,000; 103 of which were of the smaller 
class and 56 of the larger. 

‘The next greatest number of organiza- 
tions. occurred .in the Western States— 
namely, 135, with an aggregate capital of 
$4,385,000; 118 of these banks were of the 
smaller class and 22 of the larger. In the 
Eastern States 125 banks, with an aggre- 
gate at ital of $7,114,000, were organized, of 
which #5 were with a capital of less than 
$50,000 and 55 with a capital of $50,000 or 
more. In the Pacific States, includifg Ha- 
wali, there were 22 organizations, with an 
aggregate capital of $1,635,000. Of this 
number 13 were of the smaller class and 
9 were with a capital of $50,000 or more. 

“The smallest number of organizations 
in any geographical division was in the 
New England States—namely 10, with a 
total capital of $1,100,000. Three banks 
were organized in New Hampshire and 
Connecticut, respectively, two in Maine, 
and one each in Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. Four of the number were of the 
smaller class and six had a capital of $50,- 
000 or. over. 4 

‘* Om March 14, 1900, there were in opera- 
tion 3,617 banks, with an aggregate capitai 
of $616,308,095; bonds on deposit to secure 
circulation, ea sia'ego: circulation, secured 
by bonds, $216,874,795; bonds secured by 
lawful money deposited by banks placed in 
voluntary liquidation in the charge of re- 
ceivers and those reducing circulation, $38,- 
027,935. On July 31 the number of banks 
had increased to 4,217; capital to $659,556,- 
695; bonds on deposit to secure circulation 
to $329,346,430; circulation secured by bonds 
to $827,039,373, and circulation secured by 
lawful money to $29,113,530. 

“The net increase in the number of 
banks, capital, &c., during this period was 
as follows: Number of banks, 600; capital 
stock, $43,248,680; bonds deposited to secure 
circulation, $84,736,860; circulation secured 
by bonds and by lawful money, $101,750,173. 
Of the aggregate amount of bonds deposit- 
ed as security for circulation, $329,348,430, 
a trifle over 96 per cent., 1. e., $316,026,150, 
are 2 per cents of the issue of 1930. 

“The circulation of National banking as- 
sociations reached the maximum on Oct. 23, 
1882—namely, $362,400,602, which was 
$6,247,699 higher than the amount outstand- 
ing on July 31, 1901.”

COTTON.—Cotton opened dull with prices 1 
to 6 points lower, and. during the fore part of 
the session was weak in tone, with prices dis- 
posed to further ease off under selling, for both 
accounts and absence of support of any sort. 
There were no cables at hand from Liverpool, 
that market still being closed for the August 
bank holidays. Domestic news was rather mat- 
ter-of-fact and cut little figure as to influence 
either way. The pit contingent was inclined to 
anticipate a bearish report from Washington, 
due at noon, and sold the October and January 
options down slowly. At 12 M. the feeling was 
heavy, with prices net 8 to 5 points lower. The 
general opinion seemed to be that the average 
crop condition would be given out by the bureau 
at 78 to 79. New Orleans sold here, and as that 
market was off some 10 points from the closing 
of Saturday, rumors gained circulation that the 
report was already known in the South, and 
was bearish. But immediately after 12 o'clock 
the Government gave the August crop condition 
as 77.2. This at once started shorts in active 
retreat and invited buying for a sharp advance. 
Southern and Western buying helped to send 
prices up 10 points, to 7.39 for October, and to 
7.47 for January. Around this level there was 
a turn for profits, which resulted in a reaction 
of 3 to 4 points before 1 P. M. Still later, the 
market again worked upward, though slowly, 
until prices were close to the top notch reached 
on the noon bulge. Buying was prompted for 
both accounts by belief that Liverpool would 
bullishly construe the bureau statement, par- 
ticularly as dry weather has held sway over 
the central part of Texas, in Missouri, and in 
Tennessee since the report was compiled. The 
public buying, looked for in the event of the 
report being unfavorable, did not make its ap- 
pearance, and bulls were forced to take a con- 
servative course for the time being. Yesterday's 
report compares with an average condition in 
July of 81.1, in June of 81.5, in August last 
year of 76, August in 1899 of 94, August in 
1898 of 91.3, and August in 1897 of 86.9, Texar 
lost 12 points, pees to 74, while Arkansas 
lost 15 points. e market closed quiet and 
steady, well up toward the top, at a net advance 
of 2 to 3 points.

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—The wheat mar- 
ket developed considerable strength in the last 
half of the day, advancing a cent a bushel in a 
short time on violent covering by traders who 
had gone short of the market during the early 
forenoon, when conditions appeared favorable for 
lower prices and when sentiment was quite bear- 
ish. Attending the late advance in the market 
were reports of moderate foreign buying and big 
seaboard clearances, the latter reaching a full 
million and a quarter bushels of wheat and flour 
at all ports, of which New Orleans furnished over 
half a million bushels. The world’s shipments, 
according to official figures, were also small, 
aggregating only 7,367,000 bushels, wheread 
Broomhall reported 11,264,000 bushels. The 
cable news included an advance of 25@45 points 
at Paris, this being the only feature, as English 
markets were closed and other Continental 
points showed but little change. From the North- 
west the crop talk was somewhat better, by rea- 
son of generally fine weather for harvesting. In 
North Dakota cutting has already been begun. 
Estimates as to the crop sent out from Min- 
neapolis suggested 220,000,000 bushels for Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas. Other reports were not 
so favorable, but, as a rule, the trade took a 
bearish view of the Spring wheat situation. A 
Broomhall cable reported weather in the United 
Kingdom cold and stormy, with Hungarian corn 
suffering from drought. At Minneapolis 29 cars 
of new wheat were received. The quantity on 
passage showed a decrease of 720,000 bushels. In 
the visible supply there was an increase of 
1,199,000 bushels, which was about as expected. 
Local stocks increased 427,500 bushels and con- 
tract stocks increaséd 214,900 bushels. The ex- 
port business consisted of 192,000 bushels at out- 
ports. September in New York sold up to 75%c 
and.as low as 74%4c, closing at 75%c, or %@lc 
higher than the previous night.

cent stamp shall be placed on all conveyances 
where the consideration or value exceeds $2,500 
and is under $3,000. Twenty-five cents addi- 
tional is required for each $500 of consideration 
over $3,000. This ‘‘ consideration’’ has been 
held to mean only the equity above the mort- 
gage, except in rare cases where the purchaser 
assumes payment of the mortgage. The amount 
of the mortgage plus $2,500 plus 2,000 times the 
value of the revenue stamps on the conveyance 
should therefore show the true consideration for 
all properties over $2,500 in value.

The Receiver Appointed by the United 
States Court in Possession. 

¢ The rights of the rival receivers for the 

firm of Reuben, Rosenberger & Co:, manu- 

facturers of women’s “underwear, of 101 

and 103 Wooster Street, were settled yes- 


terday by Judge Thomas of the United 
States District Court in favor of Clarence 
S$. Houghton, who was appointed receiver 
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by Judge Thomas on July 10. Judge Mc- 
Adam of the Supreme Court appointed 
Samuel Sanders receiver on July 9 in pro- 
ceedings for the dissolution of the copart- 
nership. Mr. Sanders declined to serve, and 
James J. Nealis was appointed receiver on 
July 12. Mr. Houghton qualified on July 
11 and took possession of the property. 

Hence the receiver appointed by the State 
court, Judge Thomas says, gained neither 
title nor pdssession, as against the receiver 
appointed by the United States court. The 
action begun to dissolve the partnership 
did not bring the property into the custody 
of the Supreme Court, nor could such an 
action defeat the power of the United 
States court to administer the property of 
the firm if it was bankrupt. It is conclud- 
ed that the receiver appointed by the 
United States court has superior title, and 
that he was first in possession.

AUGUST GRAND JURY 
ENJOINED TO SECRECY 


Recorder Goff Calls Its Attention to 
the Law Against Talking. 


Mr. Philbin Expected to Submit the Case 
of Police Captain T. J. Diamond to 
it—Tunnel May Come Up Again. 


Recorder Goff yesterday, in General Ses- 
sions, swore in the August Grand Jury, to 
which many important matters will be sub- 
mitted. In his charge to the jurymen the 
Recorder especially emphasized that clause 
of the code which enjoins strict silence 
upon the Grand Jury in regard to all mat- 
ters coming before- them, and all happen- 
ings in the Grand Jury room. After read- 
ing this section, the Recorder said: ; 

“TI fear, gentlemen, that this section is 
not always given the strict attention it de- 
serves. Gentlemen serving as Grand Ju- 
rors sometimes thoughtlessly and without 
intention to do harm, talk of things that 
transpire in the Grand Jury room. This 
clause not only imposes upon you by law 
un obligation of secrecy, but your very as- 
sociation together creates an obligation of 
honor which you should observe as rigidly 
as the legal one. You should regard with 
perfect secrecy and confidence everything 
that happens during your deliberations. 

‘““A very acute thinker has observed that 
man {fo speak what he 
thought the world in forty-eight hours 
would be an insane asylum, All of us 
have to observe a discreet silence in our 
several walks of Hfe. The Grand Jury 
room, however, is one of the few places 
where a’man is privileged by law to say 
what he thinks. He may give there 
and free expression of his views on 
matter which may come before you. 

‘Rumors are constantly emanating from 
the Grand Jury room. I do not know 
how true these rumors are If they are 
true, it is evident that some one violates 
his obligation of secrecy. When you enter 
the Grand’ Jury room, gentlemen, 
hehind you ail partial regard for individuals 
or bodies—social, poiitical, or religious. 
Divide yourselves, it were, and 
without the rocm your worldly selves. 
law contemplates no distinction.

“It is your duty to be absolutely 
partial. Sympathy and mercy have no 
place in the Grand Jury room. The law 
inakes proper provision tor a merciful con- 
sideration for the criminal. If the Grand 
Jurors do their part-—justice—the courts 
may be relied upon for mercy.” 

To the August Grand Jury it is expected 
that District Attorney Philbin will submit 
the case of Police Captain Thomas J. Dia- 
mond, charging him with failing to sup- 
press the disorderiy house at 27 Stuyvesant 
Street. For accepting a bribe of $550 from 
Lena Schmitt, the proprietress of this house, 
Capt. Diamond's wardman, George Bissert, 
is now in the Tombs awaiting sentence. 
The District Attorney may also submit to 
this Grand Jury the cases of other higher 


police officials. :

DESERTER GIVES HIMSELF UP. 


Starving, John Taylor Was Willing to 
Face a Military Prison—Had Want- 
ed to Go to the Philippines. 

‘I’m starving to death, officer, and must 
get something to eat. Although I deserted 
from the United States Army, I am ready 
to give myself up if ‘you will only get me 
a morsel of food.” 

Hunger and destitution prompted a young 
man to thus address Sergt. Kelly in the 
City Hall Station last evening. Pale and 
emaciated, hardly able to stand from sheer 
exhaustion, John H. Taylor, twenty-two 
years old, tottered into the” station and 
supported himself by grasping the railing. 
His sunken cheeks “were tear-stained and 
his bulging eyes depicted abject misery, 
and for the first time in many years, Sergt. 
Kelly, wno has dealt with City Hall tramps 
for nearly a quarter of a century, was 
touched. 

“IT believe you, 
hear more of your story. 
come to quit the army?” > ms 

J] had a good job in Englewood, N. J., 
the young man replied, “ but thought that 
I'd like to go to the Philippines. 1 enlisted 
in Battery L, Seventh Artillery, at Fort 
Slocum. The recruiting officer told me 
that that regiment was going to Manila, 
and prophesied a bright future for young 
men enlisting for service in the new pos- 
sessions. In December of last year I went 
to Fort Slocum regularly enlisted, but 
soldiering there did not suit me, and, when 
later I earned to my surprise that the regi- 
ment was not to be ordered away, 1 de- 
serted. 

“It was on Jan. 5 that I escaped, un- 
observed, one night and made my way to 
New York. I had little money with me, 
and this did not last me long. After tramp- 
ing the streets for weeks I finally got a 
job as conductor with the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Road. But from want of sleep and 
food I was unable to keep up, and one 
might an inspector discovered me sleeping 
in a car barn and I was discharged on the 
spot. That's some months ago, and since 
then I haven't been able to get work, food, 
or anything to keep myself alive. 

“Well, you'll have something to eat 
now, young fellow,’ Sergt. Kelly said, and 
a policeman was dispatched to a_near-by 
restaurant for a meal. Taylor devoured 
the food ravenously, and Sergt. Kelly tele- 
phoned to Fort Slocum and asked if there 
had been a deserter named Taylor from 
that post. 

Sergt. Major Bogart, who was on duty 
in the Adjutant’s office at Fort Slocum, 
looked up the books and found that the 
story Taylor told was true. : 

“T’m sorry, young fellow,’’ said Seret. 
Kelly, turning to the young man, “ but 
I'll have to place you under arrest. as you 
are a deserter from the United States 
Army.” And, beckoning to a policeman, 
the Sergeant had Taylor led to a cell in the 
Oak Street Station A Corporal’s guard 
will take him back to-day. Two years in 
a military prison may be the penalty for 
Taylor's desertion.

RAILROAD COMMISSION MET. 


Did No Business Because of Technical 
Error in Official Advertisement— 


Another Session To-day. 

Because of a trifling error in the word- 
ing of an official advertisement, the State 
Railroad Commission yesterday adjourned 
until Sept. 9 the hearing on the applica- 
tion of the New York and Port Chester 
Railroad for leave to construct a rapid 
transit road from East One Hundred and 
Thirty-second Street to Port Chester, near 
the Connecticut State line. 

When the members of the State Railroad 
Commission—Ashley W, Cole, George W. 
Dunn, and F. M. Baker—met in Parlor 
D R at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, that large 
apartment was uncomfortably crowded by 
those in favor of and those against the 
proposed road. When the board opened 
proceedings, counsel for the opposing rail- 
roads moved for an adjournment until the 
middle of September. This motion was 
denied. Then one of the lawyers com- 
plained that there had been a defect in 
the official advertisement and that this 
might be made the basis for a long litiga- 
tion. 

To enable the lawyers to prepare argu- 
ments on the disputed point a recess was 
taken until 2 o'clock. When the com- 
mission reassembled it was shown that the 
published advertisement did not strictly 
conform with the law which provides that 
the published notice shall contain an ex- 
act list of the names of the Directors, the 
shareholders, and those who have sub- 
scribed for stock. In the published adver- 
tisement the name of Messmore Kendall 
appeared in two of the three lists, but was 
omitted in the third. 

After a conference on this point, Commis- 
sioner Ashley W. Cole decided to adjourn 
the hearing until Sept. 9. The commis- 
sion will, if necessary, then give a whole 
week to the hearing. 

The Railroad Commission to-day will con- 
sider an application for the construction of 
an electric road from Golden Bridge, in 
Putnam County, to Danbury, Conn., with 
au branch to Peach Lake. To-morrow the 
commission will/ consider the construction 
of several grade crossings in New Rochelle.

On her trip over she 
brought in her huge hull exactly thirty- 
five letters. On her trip out she will 
eclipse even this, for, officially, she will 
not bear any letters at all from the Post 
Office Department. 

The trouble is that the Celtic has not

proved herself a greyhound in the matter 
of speed, and as a mail boat she will not 


distinguish herself. At the Post Office it 
was explained yesterday that no steamship, 
not even the supposed cracks, are intrusted 
with the delivery of mails until they have 
established some kind of a record to show 
what they can do. The Celtic therefore 
must first get a reputation before Uncle 
o_o will consider her in the mail carrier 
class. 

Not until the Celtic has come here on 
her second trip will she be open to public 
inspection, and then a small admission fee 
will be charged to visitors, the entire pro- 
ceeds to go to the hospitals of the city. 
The postponement of the inspection, which 
is usually allowed after a vessel has com- 
pleted her maiden vovage, is due to the fact 
that a large percentage of local shipping 
men are on their vacations or otherwise 
absent. 


Army Transports Sold Cheap. 
Two army transports, the Terry and Me- 
Pherson, both of which were bought for

sold in the Brie Basin. The Terry went to 
Miles E. Barry of Chicago for only $19,600, 
and the McPherson was bought by E. H.

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WAR ON THE MOSQUITO 


Dr. Doty’s First Day’s Campaign 
with Oil at Concord, S. |. 


Larvae of the Malaria-Spreading Insect 
Found Everywhere—Experimentsy 


to be Continued. 


Dr. Alvah H. Doty, Health Officer of this. 
port, began yesterday active work in what 
is to be a scientific object lesson in the de- 
struction of mosquitoes. The operations 
will be confined to the basin in which is the 
malaria-infected village of Concord, 8. L., 
and will end on Wednesday or Thursday. 

Dr. Doty is giving to the subject all the 
time he can spare from his official duties as 
a State officer, and the bacteriological stud- 
ies incidental to mosquitoes and malaria 
which have occupied his attention since 
last Summer will be continued at the Quar- 
antine laboratory. In case of success at 
Concord the various departments which are 
responsible for unsanitary conditions will 
arrange to extend the work on the lines fol- 
lowed by the Health Officer. 

Considerable was accomplished in the way 
of active experimenting yesterday. The 
field of operations was between the railroad 
at Grasmere hake on the east and the 
trolley road to the west and north of De 
Kalb Street. Four ponds and a marshy 
pocket were dosed with the oil given by 
the Standard Oil Company. All were on the 
line of the appropriately named Pierce 
Street, and about the centre of the disin- 
fected area was Pierce Street and Oder Av- 
enue. Dr. Doty at nightfall said that a re- 
casting of the latter’s spelling was in order, 
as the neighborhood reeked both of the oil 
used and the miry, marshy sloughs not yet 
dosed, which are practically house drainage 
receptacles. - 

Operations were started early in the fore- 
noon. The Standard Oil Company’s 100-bar- 
rel tank was run on a siding in a coalyard 
at the Grasmere station of the Perth Am- 
boy branch. It was elevated twenty feet 
above the yurd so that it was conveniently 
situated for filling the portable tank of 
ten barrels’ capacity which took the oil to 
Concord, a quarter of a mile away. At- 
tached to the smaller tank was a com- 
pressed air cylinder filled to a pressure of 
2,000 pounds to the square inch, with an 
adjustment which permitted of exercising a 
uniform pressure of twenty pounds to the 
square inch on the oil tank. To the oil 
tank’s faucet was attached a strong hose 
200 feet long. An accessory to the tank 
was a float with an arrangement of gas 
pipe perforated tubing to permit of the 
forcing of the oil five feet below the sur- 
face of any pond—the depth of none ex- 
ceeds this by connecting the hose spoken of 
With the tank. 

This device was to insure thorough im- 
pregnation of the pond water with the oil 
and the covering with it of water plants 
under the surface of the water. The oil 
was what is known as “ Lima” oil, which 


contains less naphtha than crude petro- 
leum. It was selected because there was 
just an element of danger from fire in crude 
petroleum scattered over the edges of ponds 
or sloughs and left to the pranks of enter- 
peteing youngssses, 

Dr. Doty and his staff rendezvoused at 
Concord at 10 A. M. With him were four 
policemen of the Sanitary Squad, detailed 
by Health Commissioner Sexton; Chief En- 
gineer E. M. Skinner of the Quarantine 
Station, and six Quarantine employes. The 
latter wore high rubber boots and one was 
equipped with a scythe. 

Vhen the small tank was filled the exter- 
minators started for the unsavory basin in 
which Concord lies, In it are a collection 
of small ponds, swampy, weed-tangled 
pockets, and sewage-polluted sloughs, ideal 
places for the propagation of the mosquito 
tribe. The first pond attacked was in the 
rear of a beer-bottling establishment north 
of Pierce Street and east of Oder Avenue. 
On it were, as in the case of all the other 
ponds, large flocks of ducks and ducklings 
and ge and goslings, which in the course 
of the operations held indignation meet- 
ings, but were finally routed after having 
their feathers saturated with the oil put on 
the water. 

While one gang operated the float, an- 
other, with watering pots filled with oil, at- 
tacked the edges of the pond and thor- 
oughly dosed the rank herbage with it. 
They were followed by the man with the 
scythe, who cut a swath six feet broad. Be- 
fore.the first sprinkling the weeds were 
tested for mosquitoes with very satisfac- 
tory results in determining that there were 
swarms of them. At the tap of a stick on 
a bunch of weeds a swarm of the pests 
would rise like smoke, Specimens were 
captured, and among them were found 
abundance of anopheles, the malaria- 
spreading insect. Larvae of it were found 
in all the specimens of water taken yester- 


day. 

‘The float worked toa charm. It was op- 
erated after the hose connection was made 
by ropes attached to it and held by men on 
either side of the pond, and it was drawn 
so that every foot of the water was cov- 
ered, and at every part the sub-aqueous 
spraying reached the bottom. After the 
operation the oil which rose to the suface 
collected at the edges of the Rone. so as to 
prevent any matured larvae that might es- 
cape destruction from developing into 
winged life by crawling yp.on the stalks of 
grasses or water weeds, 

The operations at the other three points 
were repentens of what was done at the 
first. he slough that was dosed was at 
the northwest corner of Pierce Street and 
Oder Avenue, and hundreds of thousands 
of mosquitoes and larvae were exterminat- 
ed here. Near by, Dr. Doty found a worse 
mire hole, with mosquitoes as thick as 
steam. It was too late to operate on it, 
but it will receive attention the first thing 
this morning. 

“T am getting points on mosquito de- 
struction,’’ said Dr. Doty last night. ‘I 
found to-day that their worst breeding 
places are not in the ponds, but in the 
weedy and greasy mudholes a Sloughs. 
All of these—there are possibly score of 
them in Concord—will be looked after. 
They will be treated as was the one we 
tackled to-day. Men with pots filled with 
oil will wade in and dose both the water 
and the weeds, and the latter will be 
mowed down. Perhaps, after a few days 
we may rake up these weeds and burn 
them. 

‘* We shall go on at 10 o'clock to-morrow 
morning and may finish up Concord on 
Wednesday. Then my work in the open 
ends. What I shall do after will be in the 
bacteriological laboratory or in an advisory 
capacity, as my own official work has had 
to be neglected to enable me to endeavor 
to show how mosquitoes can be get rid of. 

“The Sanitary Squad policemen to-day 
began the service of notices on householders 
to empty cesspools and do other things to 
better the sanitary condition of the Concord 
district. This will be continued until 
every householder in delinquency has been 
notified to share in the general cleaning up. 
I shall have men of my staff out to-night 
in the houses near the places that have 
been dosed to-day to ascertain if the insect 
plague has abated, and to what extent. 

“T believe that the Lima oil will be ef- 
fective, but I am experimenting to discover 
what is most deadly to the mosquito in all 
stages of development. I have found that 
kerosene is more fatal to larvae than cor- 
rosive sublimate. I had larvae in 1,000 and 
2,000 solutions of bichloride of mercury for 
six hours, and some of them yet wriggled. 
But kerosene in the proportion of one drop 
to one thousand drops of water settled 
them in twelve hours. [ shall experiment 
with other germicides. 

“ We are accumulating specimens of lar- 
vae and developed jnsects at the laboratory, 
and in due time the anopheles that we have 
will be dissected with a view of discovering 
the bacillus of malaria.” 

None of the armies of the aquatic fowl 
that were oil-evicted yesterday protested 
to Dr. Doty. A pond east of the one first 
dosed contains carp and other fish, and it 
may not be treated. It will not, however, 
escape oil pollution, as a sluggish stream 
connects it with two of the ponds that were 
dosed. Of the scores of children who 
watched the proceedings half were sallow, 
and many were wan, and the answer to the 
question, ‘‘ Been sick?’’ was, ‘‘ Yes—chills.”’

GOT A WRIT 10 GET A WIFE 


Ottavio Anzovino Forced Fiancee’s 
Production in Court. 


Her Parents Object to Marriage, and 
Say Girl Ils Too Young—Are Told 
to Bring Affidavits. 


Because the parents of the girl he wishes 
to marry refuse their consent, Ottavio An- 
zovino, a good-looking young Italidn, com- 
pelled them to produce her in the Supreme 
Ccurt yesterday in response to a writ of 
habeas corpus. Concetta Colangelo is the 
young woman, and she lives with her 
father, Michael, and mother, Emanuele 
Colangelo, at 640 Morris Avenue. Anzovino 
and the girl became engaged after a court- 
ship extending over many months, and be- 
fore that were children together in Italy. 

“Concetta is entirely too young to 
marry,” said the parents Colangelo when 
the young people appealed to them. The 
lovers then planned an _ elopement, and 
were, in fact, well on their way to the City 
Hall, where they anticipated little diffi- 
culty in finding an official to make them 
man and wife, when the girl's father 
learned of their scheme and intercepted 
them. He took his daughter back to his 
home, and prevented all communication 
between her and Anzovino. 

Then Anzovino obtained the writ through 
his counsel, W. L. Mathot, of 229 Broad- 
way. In his petition he asserts that the 
girl is ready and anxious to marry him, 
that she is of legal age, and that she is re- 
strained from marrying him, and practi- 
cally kept a prisoner in her father’s home. 


Joel Krone of 320 Broadway is attorney 
for the parents, and accompanied them 
when they brought their daughter to court. 
The girl is a typical Italian, and was 
dressed in many gaudy colors. No sooner 
did she see Anzovino than she called out 
his name, and he, with two young men who 
accompanied him, made toward her. He 
was about to embrace her when her mvther, 
a determined-looking woman, th?few her- 
self between them. 

Anzovino and his friends tried to pull the 
girl away from her parents, but court ofti- 
cers separated them, and during the rest 
of the hearing the girl sat weeping, with 
her father on one side of her and her 
mother on the other side, while Anzovino 
and his party were about ten feet away. 

When the case was called Lawyer Krone 
told Justice O’Gorman that the girl was 
not of age, and that her parents therefore 
had a right to keep her from contracting 
an undesirable marriage. The Justice ad- 
journed the hearing then until to-day to 
permit the parents to present affidavits. 
Lawyer Mathot asked that the girl be not 
sent home.with her parents, as she was 
afraid that she would be severely punished 
after the scene in the courtroom. 

OO ane wants to go with her friends,” ne 
said. 

Justice O’Gorman warned the Colangelos 
not to punish the girl while the matter is 
pending in court, but gave her into their 
custody. 

‘‘I am afraid that these young men will 
help Anzovino take the girl away from ner 
father and mother if they are allowed to 
follow them into the street,” said Mr. 
Krone, 

Justice O’Gorman warned ihe Anzovine 
party that they, too, must not molest the 
girl, and held them in the couriroom until 
she and her parents were out of sight. 

Inquiry last night developed the fact 
that the Colangelos got their daughter up- 
town with no speciak trouble. The girl 
was found looking the picture of dejection 
in the doorway of her tenement home, and 
through an interpreter said that she loved 
Anzovino and had a right to marry hfm as 
she was eighteen years old on Dec: 4 last. 

Her father, who looked kindly at her 
while he spoke, as though he sympathized 
with her sorrow, firmly declared that he 
would never consent to her marriage, but 
said he had no intention of whipping her. 
Anzovino, who was found behind the bar 
in a saloon next door to the Colangelos’ 
home, serving cut great schooners of beer 
to the customers of the place, declined to 
be interviewed, and the apparent inten- 
tion of all concerned is to peacefully await 
the judgment of the Supreme Court. 


TRIED TO KILL HIS TORMENTOR. 


Fired Four Shots at the Man Who 
Teased Him and Caused a Panic 
at the “Old Mill.’ 


Hundreds of pleasure seekers gathered at 
the “Old Mill’ in Surf Avenue, Coney 
Island, waiting to be wafted along the 
swift-flowing mill race past scenes supposed 
to represent the infernal or the celestial 
regions, were thrown into panic last even- 
ing by the determined effort of John Rowe, 
who had just quit his employment there, 
to send Harry Browne, one of the man- 
agers of the show, on a real journey to one 
of those regions. Rowe used a revolver of 
heavy calibre instead of a water wheel, 
and»though he fired four shots with ap- 


parently deliberate aim and at short range, 
none of his bullets took effect, and the only 
real segs he wrought was to nervous 
systems of his intended victim and the 
spectators at large. 

Rowe is twenty-five years old, and lives 
at 83 Pembroke Avenue, Kingston, N. Y. 
He has a rustic air and manner, and his 
fellow workers around the place, since the 
beginning of the season, have taunted him 
with being from the country. Browne was 
one of the most persistent of his tormen- 
tors, so last evening after some of these 
remarks Rowe resigned his place and drew 
the pay due him, amounting to $16. Then 
he bought a high grade revolver and loaded 
it, and came back just as Browne was 
starting on the mystic journey a boat with 
seven passengers. Rowe was still in the 
uniform of. the place, so nobody stopped 
him as he passed the ticket gate. Taking 
a position a little to one side of the crowd 
and behind Browne, -he drew the revolver 
and began to shoot. 
~. The first shot went through the side of 
the boat, making the people jump and stare. 

The second shot grazed Browne's leg and 
went into the water, and then the panic 
began which affected hot less than 500 
persons. 

The third shot went through Browne’s 
white helmet. 

The fourth shot went wide. 

One woman fell into the mill race in the 
mad rush to get out of the boat and the 
neighborhood of the flying bullets. and was 
left for a few minutes floundering in the 
rushing water before the big paddle wheel 
which causes the stream to flow. 

Roundsman Brennan with six policemen 
was on the spot in a few seconds. They ar- 
rested Rowe, and took Browne, who was so 
weak from terror that he could hardly 
walk, to the station house. A vast crowd 
followed them. Rowe told Inspector Camp- 
bell and Capt. Driscoll, before he was 
locked up on a charge of felonious assault, 
that no matter how long he was imprisoned, 
he would hunt Browne down and kill him 
as soon as he was free. 


PAINTER KILLED BY ELEVATOR. 


Was Working at Some Chains When 
Descending Car Struck Him on 
the Head. 


George Smith, a painter, who lived at 
Thirty-sixth Stréet and Third Avenue, 
Brooklyn, was’ instantly -killed yesterday 
afternoon by an express elevator in the 
Broad Exchange Building, at 25 Broad 
Street. The car struck him as he was 


painting some chains from the top of an- 
other elevator. 

The express elevator was descending at 
= gy speed, when Smith happened.to put 
is head too far over the edge of his own 
ear. Charles Dougherty, who was running 
the express elevator, was arrested on a 
technical charge, and taken to the Centre 
Street Court. He was later released by 
Coroner Bausch, in custody °% Henry Lai- 
den, the Superintendent of the building 
where the accident happened, pending the 
inquest. Smith was twenty-six years old 
and single.

Latter Had Refused to Divulge Address 
of Alleged Swindler to Whom 
Messages Had Beerr Sent. 


Alfred Kaiser, a telegraph operator in 
charge of the Western Unon Telegraph 
office at the Claremont Avenue station of 
the Central Railroad, Jersey City, was ar- 
rested yesterday on a warrant obtained by 
Chief of Police Benjamin Murphy, charging 
him with aiding and abetting an alleged 
green-goods swindler named William Gray, 
The specific charge was that, having re- 
ceived and delivered messages to Gray, he 
refused to give that individual’s address. 

Kaiser was subsequently arraigned before 
Acting, Police Justice John P. McCormick. 
Bail was fixed at $1,000. Kaiser offered 
security, but it was not satisfactory, and 
he was remanded. 

A warrant was also issued for the arrest 
of Charles P. Adams, Superintendent of 
the Western Union system along the line 
of the Central Railroad, but it was not 
served, as Mr. Adams was out of town. 
Chief Murphy said last night that Superin- 
tendent Adams would appear to-day. 

On June 10 last Chief Murphy received a 
letter from Rufus H. Minot of Northfield, 


Mass., inclosing a green-goods circular 
which had been mailed to him from New 
York. It contained a copy of a telegram 
Minot was to use in case he wished to 
**communicate.” It read thus: 
William A. Gray, Claremont, N. J.: 
Kenman says 201 is sight. Answer at ce. 
B &. M. 


Chief Murphy wrote to Mr. Minot asking 
him to send the telegram and forward 
whatever answer he received. He did so, 
and received a letter containing a genuine 
one-dollar note asa ‘“‘ sample.’’ There was 
also a circular containing directions what 
to do when he was ready to ‘“ come on,” 
the first step being to send this telegram: 
wits A. Gray, 1,921 Third Avenue, New York 

City: 

Kenman will leave to-morrow with mother. 
Will be at 201, R. H. M, 

There was also a card of the Astor House. 
Minot was told to go to that hotel and 'reg- 
ister as R. H. Minot of Boston, Mass. He 
was directed to remain until called for by 
an agent, to whom he was to give the 
number ‘‘ 291." He would then be asked 
for the “ password,” and was to reply: 
* Kenman.”’ 

Chief Murphy again wrote to Mr. Minot, 
asking him to send the following telegram:

City: 


ty: 

Don’t like the place. Will be in the tel ph 
office, Claremont, 4 o’clock Wednesday. Will 
have your letter in my hand, with ‘‘ two, nine, 
one ’’ on envelope.

This elicited a letter telling Mr. Minot 
that the people he was dealing with “ only 
did business at their office.’’ They could not 
meet him at Claremont. 

The case was then turned over to Capt. 
Titus of the New York City Detective Bu- 
reau. At the same time Mr. Minot was 
asked to send a telegram to Gray, saying 
that he would go to the Astor House on 
Aug. 2. Capt. Titus sent a man to the hotel 
on that day to register as Rufus H. Minot, 
Boston, Mass., but no one called on him. 

Chief Murphy then sent Police Captain 
Archibald McKaig to Claremont Station on 
Aug. 2, to ask for information as to Gray. 
Kaiser, who was in charge, told Capt. Mc- 
Kaig he must apply to Superintendent 
Adams. The latter also refused to give 
any information concerning Gray, but 
upon being threatened with arrest, said he 
would refer the matter to the Western 
Union officials. At 1 o’clock P. M. of that 
day Superintendent Adams showed to the 

Olice officials this telegram, which he said 

> received from the company’s offi- 
cials: 

“Mr. Adams: We cannot disclose any 
information in regard to our business ex- 
cept under due process of law.” 

Not having received the information he 
sought up to yesterday morning, Chief 
Murphy ordered the arrest of Adams and 
Kaiser. Assistant Prosecutor Vickers was 
called into the case during the, afternoon, 
and will aid Chief Murphy in laying the 
case before the Grand Jury when the new 
panel is drawn in September. 

About two years ago, Chief Murphy pro- 
eured the indictment of J. B. Bertholf, 
manager of the Jersey City office, for re- 
ceiving and transmitting telegrams sent to 
alleged “‘ green-goods’’ men, Several West- 
ern Union officers were indicted with him 
on the same charge. Bertholf was tried 
and acquitted on the plea that he was not 
aware of the fact that the telegrams were 
used in violating the law. The other in- 
dictments were never brought to trial. 

No information could be obtained at the 
office of George H. Ferrons, the general 
attorney of the Western Union Company, 
yesterday in relation to the action of Police 
Chief Murphy of Jersey City. Mr. Ferrons 
had left his office to go to his country 
home, at Long Branch, and there was no- 
pone in the office who would discuss the 
mattér. 


FISH PEDDLERS’ GRIEVANCE. 


Delegation Urges on Acting Mayor 
Right to Sell from Pushcarts. 

A delegation of about fifty members of 
the East Side Fish Peddlers’ Association 
yesterday waited on Acting Mayor Gug- 
genheimer to urge a modification of Sec- 
tion 47 of the Sanitary Code, recently 
changed by the Board of Health so as to 
prohibit the exposure of fish for sale from 
pushcarts, ' 

A. Banowich, who was the spokesman 
for the delegation, opposed the theory that 
fish to be kept fresh should be in stores, 
and argued that the fish sold from carts 
were generally fresher than those obtained 
in the shops, as peddlers secured them 
when caught in the morning and disposed 
of them before 11 o’clock. The peddlers, he 
alleged, were allowed to sell on Ridge 
Street, in the Twelfth District, but were 
debarred from selling on Orchard and Bay- 
ard Streets, in the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict. He did not understand why there 
should be such discrimination. .Martin En- 
gel is the Tammany leader in the Eighth. 

The Acting Mayor paprecuee the opinion 
that if it was against the law to sell from 
pushcarts it. should not ,be allowed” on 
Ridge Street, but he promised to look into 


the matter and see what relief can be af- 
forded.

POOLROOM ASSAULT CASE. 


Partial Hearing of Charges Arising Out 


of the Trouble at the Waverly Cafe. 


A partial hearing of the charge of felo- 
nious assault made by Robert S. McLellan 
of the Society for the Prevention of Crime 
against William Murray of 341 West Twen- 
ty-fourth Street and William C. Smith of 
626 Hudson Street, was held before Magis- 
trate Mayo in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday afternoon, 

The complainant told of being beaten and 
kicked by six men in a room in the rear of 
the Waverly Café, 724 Broadway, while 
there getting evidence against an alleged 
poolroom last Thursday. He said that two 
of his assailants were the prisoners. Mc- 
Lellan had no witnesses. 

Murray and Smith.-both admitted that 
they were at the Waverly Café when the 
trouble occurred, and were arrested there a 
short time after it was over. They denied 
having taken part in the assault, and said 
they did not know who committed it. 

All efforts to get the prisoner to admit 
that a poolroom was in operation at the 
time were futile. At 4:30 o’clock Magis- 
trate Mayo adjourned the case until next 
Thursday afternoon.

A PANIC IN A FLAT. 


Slight Accident to One Member Throws 
a Family Into Hysterics—Police- 
men and Crowd Gather. 


A very slight accident to Miss Jane Em- 
merson of 174 East One Hundred and Sec- 
ond Street sent that young woman into 
hysterics last night, in which she was 
joined by her mother and two sisters, and 
was the cause of great excitement in the 
vicinity of their home, during which sev- 
eral policemen were summoned to the Em- 
merson house by a patrolman, who thought 
at least one murder was being committed. 

According to the story as told by Stephen 
Emmerson, brother of the Misses Emmer- 
son, the family sat down to supper, and 
Miss Jane was slicing the bread when the 
knife slipped, cutting her finger slightly. 
The sight of the blood and the screams of 
the injured woman were too much for the 


nerves of the mother and the two sisters— 
Bliza E., aged twenty-two, and Emma, 
seventeen—and the three promptly went 
into hysterics, and soon lay on the floor 
kicking and screaming. 

The noise the women made attracted all 
the people in the house, and they rushed to 
the Emmerson flat. Some one also hur- 
ried out and summoned Policeman Keppel, 
and he, not understanding what was going 
on, but judging from the screaming that it 
was something very serious, called several 
of his brother officers to his aid, and they 
ran up stairs. 

Meanwhile the excitement had caused 
a large crowd to gather outside, and One 
Hundred and Second Street was jammed 
with people, and there were all sorts of 
surmises as to what was going on, but no 
one put it down at anything less than a 
murder. 

Soon Policeman Keppel came down and 
summoned an ambulance, and Dr. Bivings 
of the Harlem Hospital came. He went to 
work on the hysterical group, and with lib- 
eral doses of ammonia soon brought them 
around. The crowd outside made unpleas- 
ant remarks when it was learned what had 
caused the excitement.

RECEIVER SEEKS DISCHARGE.

William M. Dykman’s Application Op- 
posed by the Depositors’ Association. 
Motion was made before Justice Rich, in 

the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday 

by Lawyer Bogart, to confirm the report of 

William N. Dykman and to discharge him 

as receiver of the old Commercial Bank of 

Brooklyn.

and the Depositors’ Association. 

Lawyer Stewart said that there was an 
actual deficiency of $75,000 due to deposit- 
ors and a fund of $108,000 to meet it, since 
that was the amount of the stockholders’ 
lability. He contended that’ the, receiver 
should not be discharged until he fiad insti- 
tuted a suit to recover the amount named 
from the stockholders. 

The papers on the motion were submitted 
b- = Court, and Justice Rich reserved de- 
cision.

LEGAL NOTES. 


VARIANCE BETWEEN CRIME CHARGED AND 
Proor.—The conviction of James W. Butler 
of the crime of arson in the third degree 
for burning his own barn has been reversed 
by the Third Appellate Division. The 
Penal Code, Section 488, Subdivision 1, 
makes the willful setting on fire of a struc- 
ture at the timre insured, with intent - 

judice the insurer, arson in the thir 
pm and under Subdivision 2 of the sec- 
tion the crime may be committed by burn- 
ing a structure not within the curtilage, 
and in which there is at the time no human 
being. Butler’s indictment eharged the 
crime as defined in the first subdivision. 
The people, instead of showing that the 
barn was insured at fe time, and that 
the defendant set it on fire with intent to 
prejudice the insurance company, had 
proved when they rested that the barn was 
not the preperty of the defendant, but was 
his wife's. This proof, the Court holds, 
fell within the provisions of the second 
subdivision of the section defining arson, 
and was far short of the arson charged in 
the indictment. Subsequently, however, 
and while the defendant was introducing 
his evidence, the people were allowed to 
show by one of his witnesses, and under his 
objection, that the barn was insured in 
the name of his wife, and that the insur- 
ance had*been paid to her. There was 
also evidence tending to show that Butler 
hired two men, Cooper and Whitmore, to 
burn the barn, and that he stated to them 
that he wanted to get the insurance. It 
seems clear,’’ says the ion per cus

that, when it appeare: 4), ‘oe barn was 
not the defendant's, *8€Y-tnight convict 
this defendant, under the second subdivis- 
ion of Section 488, by proving that he hired 
Cooper and Whitmore to burn his wife's 
barn, and so the charges concerning his 
intent to defraud the insurance company 
were abandoned. We are of the opinion 
that such a conviction should not have 
been had. Every fact charged in the in- 
dictment seems to have been abandoned. 
The jury has not found that he burned his 
own barn. They have not found that the 
barn he did burn was insured, nor that he 
burned any barn with intent to prejudice 
any insurer, because those questions were 
taken from them by the charge of the 
Court. They have found him guilty, bow- 
ever, because he burned angther person's. 
barn—an act with which the . indictment 
did not pretend to charge him. The facts 
upon which the people rely to prove the 
crime must be alleged in the indictment, 
and the proof must be as charged.” 
** 

INDICTMENT INSUFFICIENT TO CHARGE 
Crime.—Arnold Bates was convicted in the 
Ontario County Court on an indictment 
alleging that on a certain date in the town 
of Richmond the accused violated the 


liquor tax law in that he “ wrongfully 
and unlawfully did sell’’ certain liquors 
to certain persons. The Fourth Appellate 
Division has reversed the judgment of 
conviction, holding that the indictment 
was insufficient to charge a crime, as it 
did not inform the accused of the nature 
of the act constituting the crime. “It is 
true,’ says Judge Rumsey, for the court, 
“that the indictment says that the liquor 
was illegally sold, but that does not amount 
to a statement of fact, but is merely @ 
conclusion of law, and does not aid the 
defendant in giving him information of the , 
nature of the crime of which he is accused, . 
Nor is the indictment strengthened by the - 
fact that the defendant is accused of the 
crime of violation of the liquor tax law. 
The statute requires, not only that f 
erfme of which the defendant is cha , 
should be stated, but that there should: 
be, in addition,’a plain and concise statee* 
ment of the act constituting the be 
It is here that the defect lies. In ¢ 

ering the sufficiency of the indictment, it 
must be remembered that no question is; 
presented as to the proof necessary to ~ 
convict under it.
